fi'iU.-u  w.Su  (in.  It  hath  made  me  often  wonder,  to  behold  how  virulently 

and  barbaroufly  Proteftants  could  oppofe  and  mailacre  one  another,  when 

the  Romifh  Froggs  can  live  in  an  eftablilhed  amity  among  themfelves,  and 

laugh  at  our  follies.  I  will  not  fay,  it  is  Jefuiticall  projects  which  fets  us  by 

the  ears  together,  fomuch  as  our  own  Seditious  and  SchifmaticalL  fpirirs, 

and  want  of  Charity.  If  we  would  but  ponder,  how  much  Popery  hath  won 

upon  us  by  thefe  Warres  and  Divifions,  what  fearful!  occafions  we  have  <*i- 

yen  to  the  profelfed  enemies  of  Chriftto  blafphemehis  Name,  and  derfde 

our  Religion,  it  would  much  provoke  us  to  end  our  Controverfies,  and  band 

againft  the  common  Enemy.  The  Empire  hath  got  but  a  wofull  Booty,  by 

her  30  years  Warres,  having  weakned  her  felf  with  the  lofle  of  Six  Millions 

of  valiant  Souldiers,  and  enticed  that  Imp  of  Mahomet  to  prepare  an  Army 

or  200000,  now  in  the  Field,  and  ready  to  march  within  the  bowels  of 

Germany.  We  in  England  have  gained  no  better  by  our  civil  Warre,  but  in 

Head  of  one  Tyrant  to  advance  a  douxen  over  us,  and  from  the  height  of 

Liberty  to  runne  the  broad  way  up  the  next  hill,  to  the  height  of  Slavery. 

Our  Weftern  Sun  is  fet,  on  whom  the  eies  of  all  Proteftants  were  fixt,  to

have  compofed  their  differences^  and  united  them  into  a  mutuall  League  a- 
gainft  the  Romifh  Dragon,  andthefalfe  Prophet.  Nor  was  any  ineffi¬ 
ciency  in  him  to  the  performance  of  fo  glorious  an  Enterprizc3  had  not  the 
fins  of  his  own  Subjeds,  haftned  his  untimely  Pate.  Behold  then  what 
profits  our  Warre  hath  brought  us  1  and  what  a  blefling  our  fins  have  depri¬ 
ved  us  of!  How  feavfull  are  the  Judgements  of  God  and  his  anger  againft 
fin,  when  the  Church  is  dilacerated,  the  Commonwealth  disjoynted  and 
difmembred  in  every  part  thereof,the  luft  of  Tyrants,  the  pleafure  of  Pefants, 
the  barbaroufnes  of  Souldiers,  diflentionsof  Churchmen,  fad  and  traoicall 
ends  of  Nobles,  confufions  in  Families,  countenancing  of  Herefiesf  and 
applauding  of  Blafphemies  are  fo  rife  and  ripe  amongft  men  I  On  the  con¬ 
trary,  how  happy  are  Kingdomes,  how  bleifed  be  Commonwealths,  when 
Princes,  Magifiratcs,  and  other  fubordinate  Officers,  each  in  their  feverall 
place  and  calling,  ftrive  to  promote  the  glory  of  God,  with  the  Liberty, 
Honour  and  Tranquillity  of  Subjedsj  where  the  Miniftry  is  incouraged, 
Univerfities  countenanced,  Courts  of  Judicature  upholden,  Subjeds  be 
unanimous  and  accuftomed  to  the  Exercife  of  Piety  and  Godlinefle  :  laftly 
when  both  Prince  and  people  aim  joyntly  at  the  advancement  of  the  Gofpel 
and  mutuall  commodity  of  one  another,  fo  that  there  be  no  decay,no  leading 
into  Captivity^  nor  complaining  in  their  ftreets  !

•The  fabjeA  The  difparity  of  thefe  two  contradidory  conditions,  and  the  fear  full 
natter  of  effeds,  which  they  in  all  ages  have  wrought  in  the  Confciences  of  men, 
•his  enfuing  have  made  me  at  length  after  a  long  time  of  filence  put  Pen  to  Paper,  and 
jpifcoutfe.  through  the  intricate  Labyrinth  of  thofe  portions  of  Scripture  which  never 
Commentator  yet  ever  medled  with  ( I  mean,  the  twelve  laft  Chapters  of 
E\cktel,  the  three  laft  of  the  Revelation,  the  laft  of  Darnel,  with  fomepaf- 
fages  in  Hofea  and  Zcchary  )  to  dcfcry  when  VVe  People  of  England  with  all 
Proteftants  in  Europe  ihall  fee  an  end  of  thefe  our  Warres  and  Tumults, 
what  (hall  be  the  Eftate  of  our  Churches,  States  and  Kingdomes,  front  this 
prefent  year  1650,  to  tfye  beginning  of  the  Fifth  and  laft  univerfal!  MO¬ 
NARCHY  of  the  Gofpel  of  Chvift  upon  Earth,  which  ihail  begin 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  17 10  5  and  in  what  year  we  may  exped  the  down- 
fals  of  the  Beaft  of  Rome,  the  Red  Dragon  of  Conftantinople,  the  total! 
Converfionand  reftaurationbothofthe  Eafternand  Weftern  Jews  within 
their  holy  Land  of  Jury :  all  which  muftmoft  certainly  be  fulfilled  before 
the  end  of  the  World.  Of  thefe  high  Points  and  Myfteries,  I  finde  no¬ 
thing  in  any  Commentator  upon  the  laft  of  Daniel  and  the  Revelations,  fave 
only  Brightman,  who  being  acquainted  in  Leiden  with  tfofeph  Scaliger,  <*ot 
-  fomc  (  but  thofe  very  imperfcd )  notes  of  Grebner  concerning  thofe 
Numbers  in  Etd&l  and  Daniel .  But  that  excellent  Manufcript,  which 
Johannes Baaienps  writ  of  the  Life  and  Writings  of  Grebner,  declareth  all 

thefe 


thefe  things  moil  plainly  and  punctually,  how  that  greater  Troubles,  fear- 
fuller  Combuftions,  direfuller  Devaftations  {hall  come  upon  the  Weftcrn 
Kingdomes  of  Europe,  then  yet  ever  did,  before  they  can  expeft  the  down¬ 
fall  either  of  Turk  or  Pope,  or  the  univerfall  Monarchy  or  the  Gofpel  of 
Chrift  upon  Earth.  In  which  incomparable  Work  the  Learned  Aftrologer 
<c  bringeth  Divine  and  Heavenly  Reafons,  why  Europe  (  for  the  fpace  of 
cc  thirty  feven  years,  after  that  fearfull  blazing  Comet  in  1618,)  ihould 
<f  with  amazed  eyes  behold  the  infinite  and  hidden  mutations  and  downfall 
cc  of  flourifliing  States  and  potent  Kingdomes,  the  deformity  of  Empires, 
cc  and  mournful!  faces  of  Commonwealths  (  as  is  lately  happened  in  Ett- 
“gland,  Fonugall ,  Swetbland ,  Bohemia,  and  Denmark.)  the  Devaftations 
ccof  whole  Kingdoms  at  a  clap,  and  burning  fix  or  feven  Nations  at  once 
fC  in  their  aihes  and  cinders  (  as  of  late  in  Germany  )  not  to  make  them  ask 
ct  whether  there  be  a  God,  Heaven  and  Providence,  or  not?  or  whether 
(C  Empires  and  States  depend  wholly  upon  the  will  and  power  of  man,  or 
cc  upon  fecret  and  hidden  caufes  beyond  the  thoughts  and  expeditions  of 
“the  World?  but  to  praife  God  for  his  paternall  corredions,  feeing  by 
“  this  they  know  he  remembreth  them,  and  that  through  this  Fire  and 
Ck  Water  of  Afflidion  he  will  bring  his  Church  toafinall  Conqueft  over 
Cf  her  Enemies,  and  both  the  Congregations  of  Jews  and  Gentiles  to  an 
“  univerfall  Monarchy  over  the  face  of  the  whole  Earth.  Severall  paflages  of 
which  Manufcript  I  will  infert  here  and  there  in  this  enfuing  Difcourfe,  as 
Method  and  Matter  {hall  require.

Since  the  fpirituall  fwordwas  iheathed  in  England  (which  lopt  off  the  The  Confu- 
ferpentine  Heads  of  Herefie  and  Schifme,  while  they  were  yet  growing)  t*uonofthc 
it  is  a  wonder  to  fee  how  all  Seds  and  Schifmaticall  Opinions  in  the  world 
have  ( like  devouring  Weed )  overgrown  and  choked  the  feed  of  the  Millenaries 
Word.  Above  the  reft,  the  Millenaries  have  exalted  themfelves,  whofe  ufthcPerfo- 
abominable  Pamphlets  have  flown  abroad  like  Atomes,  wherein  they  dream  oalfKeiguof 
Cf  of  a  Perfonall  Reign  of  Chrift  upon  Earth,  how  he  {hall  defcend  from 
cc  Heaven  An.  1 6663  deftroyall  the  works  of  darknefle  in  every  comer  ?f  ,^n.  1700. * 
“the  Earth,  make  an  eafie  paflage  to  men  from  Earth  to  Heaven,  fo  that 
cc  they  may  afeend  into  Heaven,  and  leap  down  to  Earth  again,,  as  oft  as 
cc  they  lift:  how  he  {hall  keep  a  Quarter  Seflions  or  Goal-delivery  in  his 
“own  Perfon  upon  Mount  Olivet ,  call  all  Nations  before  him,  rebuke 
cc  them  of  fin  face  to  face,  and  jfhall  cut  out  of  them  their  ftony  hearts,  and 
cc  {hall  few  in  their  bellies  hearts  of  flefti  in  ftead  thereof :  that  Au+2)om* 

“  1700  {hall  be  the  day  of  Judgement,  and  that  the  Judgement  {hall  laft 
“other  1700  years,  becaufe  otherwife  the  glorious  Attributes  of  Chrift’s 
“  Mercy  and  Juftice  cannot  be  fufficiently  explained  to  the  World  and  the 
“  Confidences  of  men.  All  which  Fopperies  with  many  mo  too  horrid  to 

A  »  relate. 
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relate,  are  contained  in  M.  « Archers  Perfonall  Reign  of  Chrift  upon  Earth, 
Rich.  Stir  reys  Kingdome  of  Kingjefus,  and  in  A.R'  his  C  file  ft  if  Hicrufjtlcm , 
Printed  A.  164251644,  and  1645.  Now  having  unmasked  the  vanity  of 
this  Error  (  ut  contrary  juxti  fe  poftta  mdgis  elucefcM  )  I  will  epitomize  in 
this  Sedion  the  truth  of  the  future  eftate  of  the  World,  from  this  time  to 
the  end,  which  afterward  I  intend  (  God  willing  )  further  to  dilate  and 
profecute  in  this  Treatife.  This  year  1650  all  Europe  axe  in  civil  Warres. 
Thefe  civill  warres  lhall  not  ceafe  till  they  have  muttered  out  a  great  Army 
of  the  true  worlhippers  of  God  to  ruine  Rome,  which  fha.ll  be  about  Anno 
1 666.  Rome  thus  deftroyed,  the  Weftern  j  ews  (hall  begin  to  learn  the  waies 
of  God,  and  believe  his  Gofpel  (  which  they  cannot  do  fo  long  as  Rome 
ftandeth  )  and  lhall  Anno  1683.  enter  upon  the  converfion  of  their  Eaftern 
brethren  (the  10.  Tribes  now  invilibly  hid  in  Tartaria  and  India  )  and  they 
two  (  none  elfe  )  (hall  ruine  the  Mahumetan  Empire  about  An.  1698.  and 
fo  ttiall  be  reftored  to  the  holy  Land  to  reinhabit  Jerufalem.  Then  mutt  be¬ 
gin  a  comparative  felicity  of  the  Church  of  God  upon  earth,  becaufe  after 
thefe  times  both  Turk  and  Pope  lhall  be  deftroyed.  Neverthelefle  this  felici¬ 
ty  mutt  be  mingled  with  internall  troubles  and  persecutions,  within  the  bow¬ 
els  of  the  Church,  becaufe  the  Church  fliall  never  be  wholly  at  reft,  while  the 
world  ftandeth.  Lo,  here  the  difference  betwixt  Truth  and  Herefie,  betwixt 
the  opinions  of  the  Millenaries  and  right  fenfe  of  Scriptures.  The  Millenaries 
fay,  Chrift  muft  defeend  personally  feom  heaven:  The  Scriptures  on  the 
contrary  fay,  he  lhall  not  come  from  Heaven  perfonally  till  the  laft  day, 
when  he  lhall  defeend  with  his  holy  Angels  in  flaming  fire  to  judge  the 
quick  and  the  dead.  He  lhall  fend  power  and  ftrength  from  heaven  to  his 
true  Worfliipppers  (  as  he  hath  done  hitherto  )  todettroy  Tuik  and  Pope, 
from  Heaven  he  lhall  give  power  to  his  ancient  people  the  Jews,  to  regain 
their  ancient  Land  of  Judea,  and  not  by  his  corporeall  prefence  upon  Earth  : 
from  Heaven  about  An.  1700.  he  lhall  transferee  his  Gofpel  from  Europe, 
as  he  hath  done  from  Alia,  and  raife  up  and  infpire  godly  Minifters  after 
his  own  will,  who  lhall  implant  his  holy  word  in  all  and  every  of  the  King- 
domes  and  Provinces  of  America,  and  in  all  countries  of  the  Southern  and 
Eaftern  India,  China,  Tartaria,  and  in  all  the  regions  of  the  North  unto 
the  worlds  end,  and  make  it  ihine  in  as  great  purity  and  dory  as  ever  it 
hath  done  in  England  or  Germany.  This  is  the  felicity  of  tne  Church,  the 
fifth  Monarchy  in  Nebuchadnezzar's  Image,  the  minifteriall  (  not  perfc- 
nall )  Reign  and  Kingdom  of  Chrift  upon  Earth,  which  muft  not  endure 
for  ever  (as  Archer  would  have  it)  nor  for  a  1000  years  (as  Allied 
dreams  )  but  for  a  very  Ihort  time,  that  all  Nations  (  none  excepted  )  may 
profelfe  Gods  worlhip,  and  none  plead  ignorance  before  his  Tribunal!,  pre¬ 
sently  after  which  the  dilfolution  of  the  world  lhall  come,  after  which  time 
ftiall  be  no  more..

This  Digreflion  made*  I  return  to  my  purpofed  piethod. 

That  fearfuli  and  ominous  Night-torch,  which  prognofticated  all  that  A 
mifery  to  Germany  and  great  Brittain,  which  they  have  now  fuftercd,  was  °"  °'  !i‘et 
the  forerunner  of  all  our  evils.  This  Comet  Longomontanus  and 
bridge  lay  appeared  but  2,8.  dayes,  indeed  it  was  neither  obferved  in  Denmark  met ^.Anm 
nor  at'London  before  Novemb.  18.  or  zi.  but  Erycim  Puteantts  obferved  it 
Novemb.  1 1.  the  firft  time,  as  he  teftifies  in  the  firft  book  ot  his  learned  Pa- 
radoxologie,  pag.  35.  38.  fo  it  appeared  for  the  fpace  of  37.  or  3 8.  dayes, 
forefhewing  that  firft  Germany,  Livonia,  Swethland,  with  other  North- 
parts  of  Europe,  then  Scotland,  England  and  Ireland,  fliould  feel  the  terrible 
eftedls  thereof  inwarre  and  famine,  for  the  fpace  of  37.  or  38.  years,  even 
from  An.  1618.  till  An.  1656.  This  Comet  was  ftrengthned  by  a  fearful! 
conjun&ion  of  Saturn  and  Jupiter,  An.  1616.  July  18.  The  efie&s  of  both 
which  were  not  to  be  confined  in  thole  terrible  concomitants  of  war  perpetra¬ 
ted  in  Germany  (  which  L.B.  and  D.  Vincent  fo  pathetically  delineate  )  but 
were  to  end  in  the  judgements  of  God  upon  Europe  for  negledting  the  down¬ 
fall  of  Antichrift,  mine  of  Rome,  annihilation  of  the  Sodomiticall  Order 
of  the  Society  of  Jefuites,  and  in  the  extirpation  of  all  Kingdoms  and  free 
States  of  Papifts,  to  make  way  for  the  Lion  of  the  North  to  eredt  his 
FIFTH  MONARCHIE  in  the  allies  of  Germany,  wherein  lhall 
be  eltablifhed  the  eternall  felicity  of  the  Church,  by  the  converfion  of  the 
Jews  and  fulnefle  of  the  Gentiles. 

M.  Shirley  Fellow  of  Trinity-Colledge  in  Cambridge,  once  fhewed  me  a 
Letter  from  his  learned  friend  Buxtorf ,  dated  An.  16x4.  May  3.  wherein 
was  contained  a  Prognoflique  Prophecy  of  the  before-mentioned  Comet 
and  Conjundlion,  lent  him  from  that  incomparable  Aidrologer,  Johannes 
Baudenps  Nephew  to  ^PaulGrebner,  which  for  the  lfrangeneiTe  and  rarity  of 
it-,  I  will  here  infert.

Whereas  you  are  angry  that  I  keep  (ilence  concerning  the  eitate  of  our 
moft  diftreffed  Countrey.  Truly  I  have  nothing  how  to  write,  but  that 
all  things  (that  I  may  ufe  the  words  of  the  Poet)  grow  worfe  and  woefe. 
As  well  the  King  of  'Denmark  as  the  Emperour  earneftly  endeavour  to  fee 
fftiferable  Germany  deftroyed  as  foon  as  may  be  j  neither  do  the  fculdiers  of 
either  of  them  ,  think  of  any  other  thing  then  (laughter  and  defola- 
tion. 

I  received  the  other  day,  from  my  dear  Friend  tfobn  BaudenjiSj  the  opinio 
ons  of  our  Aftrologers  concerning  that  terrible  Comet  which  appeared  Anno 
1 6 1 8 ,  and  about  the  later  Conjunftion  of  Saturn  and  Jupiter,  Behold  thou 
then  a  Prophecie  (  if  not  Apoftolical )  yet  ( if  I  miftake  not )  far  be¬ 
yond  Aftrological.

Funerals  of  Kings,  fubverftons  of  Common¬ 
wealths’,  mutations  of  Monarchies,  maflacres  of  Princes  and  iiluftrious 
Commanders,  violent  and  proud  Counfels,  Treafons  and  Rebellions 
amongft  Subjects :  Clergie-men  ftiall  finde  a  change  ef  Laws  and  Eccleha- 
ftical  Conftitutions,  by  thole  of  greater  power  ,  and  an  infatiable  defire  of 
new  things  amongft  common  people.  The  Northern  parts  of  Europe  (hall 
be  greatly  opprefl’ed  with  Warre,  Sicknefle  and  Peftilence.  Rich  men  (hall 
be  impoveriftied,  Princes  caft  out  of  their  Dominions  j  The  fathers  (hall 
be  banifhed,  and  after  a  long  fpace  of  trouble  their  children  (hall  be  reftored 
to  their  former  condition.  This  Comet  alio  threatneth  the  terrible  ruine  of 
Rome  and  burnings  in  all  the  Cities  of  Europe.  The  Papiftical  Clergy, 
efpecially  the  Cardinals,  (hall  be  caft  down  from  their  Dignities ,  the  Je- 
fuites  every  where  fhall  be  drawn  to  death ,  neither  ftiall  the  French-men 
or  Spaniards  have  courage  to  fave  their  necks  from  the  halters.  Further¬ 
more,  We  difeern  a  Kingdom  to  arife  of  the  rnoft  ancient  Inhabitants  in 
the  holy  Land,  which  to  Chriftians  (hall  be  a  Miracle,  and  to  the  World 
aterrour,  and  thefe  (hall  obtain  the  Revolution  of  a  new  Empire,  un¬ 
der  which' (hall  be  adminiftred  univerfal  Gladneftc  >  }o.y  and  Delight  to 
mankinde  (the  wicked  being  every  where  taken  away.)  All  thefe  things 
(hall  be  efte&ed  by  a  certain  Northern  King  who  (hall  miraculoully 

eftablilh 


cftablifii  Peace,  Religion  and  Security  throughout  the  whole  world. 

Thus  far  the  words  of  this  Letter.  And  how  punctually  all  thefe  things 
are  come  to  pafle,  let  the  world  judge.  We  in  England  have  felt  the  mifery 
of  the  one,  and  are  ready  ftript  to  fuffer  the  calamities  of  the  other,  having 
for  the  prefentloil  what  is  impoffible  to  be  regained,  and  feeing  a  new  ftorm 
of  Devaluations  hanging  over  our  heads  by  the  young  Kings  late  arrival  in 
Scotland  (where  he  is  received  as  abfolute  Soveraign)  which  fils  mens 
hearts  with  penfive  thoughts  and  doublings  what  will  be  the  end  of  thefe  wc- 
full  beginnings.  For  my  part,  I  am  a  zealous  adorev  of  a  Parliament,  nor 
deferve  I  to  cenfure  the  ACtions  of  cur  R.cprefentatives ,  yet  will  I  not 
promife  the  Term  of  an  Age  to  our  novel  Government,  but  think  verily,  a 
change  to  the  old  Model  is  nigh  at  hand.  It  is  cafual  to  the  bell  Kingdoms 
to  have  Interregnums ,  but  as  we  ftand  now,  we  lhall  neither  be  for  fix 
years  together  a  Body  Politique ,  nor  a  true  Church  of  God. '  That 
excellent  Aftrologer  of  Mifnia,  Paul  Grcbner,  was  more  then  an  In- 
quifitour  into  the  Effects  of  Starres,  being  queftionlefle  indued  from  a- 
bove  with  a  Prophetick  fpirit,  not  to  be  defired ,  much  lefle  expe&ed  of 
all.  He  plainly  affirms.  That  as  England  ever  was  a  Monarchy  within 
itfelf,  fince  it  was  difeovered  by  the  Romans ,  fo  lhall  it  fo  continue  and 
remain,  even  then  when  all  other  Kingdoms  and  States  in  Europe  are 
fwallowed  up  of  the  FIFTH  MON  ARCHIE  of  the  Lion  of 
the  North.  His  Prophecie  of  our  Civil  Wars,  of  the  Fate  of  our  late 
King,  and  the  Reilauration  of  his  Son  to  his  Fathers  Dominions,  runneth

Enemies,  and  afterward  moft  happily  govern  his  Kingdom,  and  be  greater 
then  Qurls  the  Great.  And  about  the  year  1 663,  the  King  of  the  moft 
ancient  Brittains  for  the  Ioffe  of  fame  Ships  at  Sea  /hall  break  his  League 
and  Amiry  with  the  States  of  Holland,  who  fearing,  /hall  to  the  new  King 
of  Vanes  (named  Qhrittiernks)  for  fuccour,  and  he  by  fair  Intreaties  and 
large  Gifts  fiiall  win  either  fide  to"  Agreement. 

Nor  eve*-  doth  he  (peak  of  England  in  all  that  famous  Manufcript,  but 
as  of  the  moft  warlike  and  potent  Kingdome  in  Europe.  Therefore  all 
good  Chriftians  ought  to  wifh  the  new  Warre  were  concluded  rather 
by  an  happy  Agreement  and  Compofition,  then  by  Sword  and  Musket, 
and  the  King  placed  on  his  Throne  rather  with  the  hands  of  his  loving  and 
and  rejoycefull  Subje&s,  than  with  the  /words  of  Foreigners.  For  if  the 
beginning  of  his  Reftauration  be  in  bloud  ,  and  tumbling  of  garments  in 
bloud,  the  Accomplifhment  of  it  will  be  with  burning  and  fuel  of  fire.

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BEfore  I  come  to  comment  upon  this  Chronologicall  Index,  it  will  not 
be  am  ilfe  to  deliver  that  faying,  Revel,  zo.t.  ( tAni  the  Saints  jhaU  reign 
plication  of  chrift  a  thou  find  years  )  from  all  thofe  falfe  Interpretations  which  have 
in^Rev^aX  been  ^a^liec^  uPon  11  >  by  T apias,Buch olcherm,Scal iger,  Brightman,  ~Alfted  and 
*  others,  and  declare  the  true  fenfe  of  it,  as  remotel!  from  Innovation,  and 
coming  neareft  the  intention  of  the  H. Ghoft.  There  is  in  this  20  Chap, 
two  leverall  Epoches  of  a  1.000  years,  which  are  two  fever  all  waies  to  be 
interpreted.  The  firft  is  in  verf.i,  of  Satan  being  bound  for  a  1000  years  > 
which  mull  begin  either  at  the  Inftant  of  our  Saviours  Incarnation,  and  end 
at  Aiui 000,  inthe  zd  year  of  the  Popedome  of  Sylvefcr  II,  that  infamous 
Sodomite,  Necromancer,  and  Conjurer,  under  whom  th£  filthinefle  and 
Idolatry  of  the  Romifh  Church  was  brought  to  the  height :  or  rather  they 
rnuft  begin  at  the  Deftrudion  of  the  2d  Temple  by  Tim,  which  was  An*?  1, 
and  end  in  An.  1071,  in  the  Popedome  of  Gregory  VII,  alias  Hildebrand , 
who  fir  ft  broke  bonds  of  Allegiance  with  Henry  the  Emperour,  excommuni¬ 
cated  him,  fet  the  Gofpel  inatotall  Eclipfe,  and  Europe  in  the  mournfuii 
Flames  of  a  civil  Warre:  but  of  this  in  the  Chronology.  But  this  in  the- 
8  verf.  of  the  Saints  reigning  with  Chrift  a  1000  years,  Alfted,  Bucholcberut 
and  others  expound  of  a  Comparative  Felicity  of  the  Church  on  this  Earth, 
fora  1000  years,  beginning  ^.1694,  when  they  fay  all  yifible  Enemies 
cc  of  the  Church  fhall  be  overthrown, and  muft  end  An.Ch.z694.  after  which 
cc  (hall  be  the  Warre  of  Gog  and  {Magog  again#  the  Church,  which  fhall  be 
« prevented  by  the  coming  of  Chrift  to  judgement.  But  in  this  Alfted'  is 
wide  from  the  right  mark  :  for  this  number  muft  begin  Alt.  10 72,  at  the 
expiration  of  the  former,  and  muft  be  interpreted  for  ail  that  time  that  the 
World  fhall  laft  after  the  aforefaid  An.  107  2.  And  the  holy  Ghoft  doth  term 
this  indefinite  and  unlimited  time  by  the  Number  of  a  1000  years,  for  three 
fpeciall  Reafons  :  1  Becaufe  a  1000  years  are  the  Number  of  Perfedion  and 
of  Eternity,  and  doth  moft  aptly  ferve  to  exprefie  the  End  of  thefe  Earthly 
Troubles,  and  the  beginning  of  that  Time  which  never  fhall  have  end. 
z  Becaufe  thofe  things  which  the  holy  Ghoft  in  the  Scriptures  affirmeth  are 
yet  to  come,  muft  not  be  plenarily  accomplilhed  till  after  An.

The  Devil  and  Antichtiftianity  muft  be  chained  up  in 
the  dungeon  of  Hell  for  the  fpace  of  a  1000  years  after  the  Incarnation  of 
Chrift.  An.  1  ooo  muft  the  Devil  and  Romifti  Idolatry  by  the  Popedome 
of  S/lvefterthe  fecond,  be  let  loofe  to  range  upon  Earth,  and  tyrannize  over 
the  Church  for  the  moft  part  of  another  1000,  ever  till  An.169%  ( jtunteras.

698. Some  of  thofeKingdoms  which  have  abandoned  the  tuperftition  of  Anno  1650. 
the  beaft,  ftiall  by  fubtle  allurements  beperfwaded  to  readmit  andreefta-to  Atuxofit 
blifti  the  fame.  Wofuli  and  unfupportable  Affiidions  ftiall  befall  both  the 
European  Jews  (  which  are  the  two  Tribes  of  Benjamin  andjf udabt  nowre- 
•  fident  in  Chriftenaom  and  Turl^ic  )  as  likewife  the  ten  Tribes,  the  Kingdom 
of  Ifrael  (  who  ftiall  infenfibly  and  miraculouily  arife^  out  of  the  bowels  ot 
Tartaria  and  India3db<mt  An.  1 669.)  who  neverthelefl'e  ftiall  be  fo  extraordi¬ 
narily  fupported  by  God,  that  they  {hail  ft  and  in  little  or  no  need  at  all  of 
the  Chriftians.  Becaule  from  this  time  of  the  Converiion  of  the  Ilraelites  for 
the  fpace  of  30  years,  thefe  iz  Tribes  ftiall  fuffer  much  trouble.  Heathens, 

Papifts  and  Mahometans,  ftiall  ftrive  to  eradicate  their  name  from  under  hea¬ 
ven, and  yet  all  in  vain  ;  for  an  illuftrious  and  heroick  Prince  (e  Tribu  Nepb- 
tali  oriundm  )  ftiall  be  their  valiant  and  fortunate  Commander,  called  Michael, 
not  proprio  nomine,  but  becaufe  he  Van.iz.  1.  ftiall  ft  and  up  and  fhew  himielf 
the  Afiertor  and  Protestor  of  their  Religion  and  Libeity.  In  which  time 
ftiall  be  fuch  troubles  as  never  were,  no,  nor  ever  ftiall  be  to  the  end  ot  the 
world.  For  like  as  the  Chriftians  had  reft  30.  years  from  the  Afcenfion  of 
Chrift,  and  now  have  endured  the  fiery  triall  almoft  thefe  i6qo.  years^  lince 
that  time  from  the  Heathen  Emperors,  and  the  Beaft  5  fo  the  Ifraeiites,which 
ftiall  1600.  years  till  Anno  1668.  live  without  Prince,  Law,  Temple,  Sacri¬ 
fice,  and  true  Religion  (  as  Hofea  prophefied  cb .  v.  4j5*  )  beginning  now  c ertain  rc» 

to  be  converted  to  Chtift,  ftiall  have  favage  times  of  aftli.^ion  and  Butche-  markable 
ries  for  other  30.  years  (to  welcome  their  converiion  withall)  till  Afflict  10

dud  of  certain  memorable  Numbers  in  holy  Scriptures.  Grave  and  judicious 
Autbours  have  with  wonder  and  admiration  obferved  the  heavenly  and  ini¬ 
mitable  Method  of  holy  Scrjptures3  how  all  the  Myfteries  and  memorable 
Occurrences  in  the  fame  are  comprized  in  Numbers  ,  how  within  the  com¬ 
pare  of  fuch  a  Quantity  of  years ,  God  alwayes  divulged  his  Counfels,  and 
manifefted  what  he  purpofed  ihould  be  wrought  among  the  children  of  men. 
So  that  in  confidering  the  admirable  content  and  agreement  of  Times  by 

I  things  pait3  we  may  probably  conjedure  of  things  to  come.  From  the 
Creation  to  the  Frond  was  1656  years  :  the  Floud  was  a  fign  of  the  Con- 
fummation  ot  all  thole  things  which  are  to  be  fulfilled  before  the  conclufion 
of  time.  Anno  Chrifti  1656,.  let  the  Church  of  God  exped  with  joy  and 
comfort,  the  ading  of  the  firft  Scene  of  the  Tragedies  of  all  thofe  European 
Kingdoms  ,  which  have  been  implacable  Perfecutours  of  the  Gofpel  of 

I X.  Chdft.  I  he  whole  Government  of  CMofes  (  who  was  a  fecond  ‘Ifydb  to  the 
Church)  is  a  lhadow  of  the  Kingdom  of  Chrift.  The  Law  continued  in 
force  i  52,9  years  to  the  Paftion  of  Chrift  :  But  1598  years  to  the  Deftru- 
dion  of  the  Temple  by  Titus :  The  Deftrudion  of  the  Temple  by  Titus  was 
according  to  the  accompt  or  Dionyfius  Exiguus,  A.C.6$M  From  thence  rec¬ 
kon  the  Number  of  1598  years,  and  you  come  to  A .  1 667  5  which  is  -the

From  the  univerfal  Deluge  of  man-kinde  by  the  Floud  to  the 
beginning  of  the  univerfal  Captivity  of  the  Church  under  '2{ebucb<tAne\ytr 
beleaguering  tferufilcm  are  numbered  1 698  years  :  So  likewife  from  the  Birth 
of  the  King  of  Kings  unto  the  final  Confummation  of  the  Miferies,  and 
reftauration  of  the  Felicity  of  the  Church  by  the  Deftrudion  of  Gog  and 
(MAgog,  fhall  be  reckoned  the  very  fame  Number  of  1698  years.  From  the 

Y*  Confufion  of  the  Tower  of  to  the  return  of  the  Jews  from  Babel,  are 
1666  years:  and  from  prophaneTompe/j'  fpoiiin?  of  the  Temple  at  5 feru- 
falem.  (  when  the  Kingdom  was  taken  from  the  houfe  of  David,  and  Super- 
ifition  and  Gentilifm  began  tofpring  up  amongft  the  Jews)  to  the  Birth  of 
of  Antichrift  and  Apoftsfie  in  the  Church  of  God  are  666  years  y  from 
thence  reckon  a  1000  years  wherein  the  Saints  muft  fufter  Perfecution  and 
Martyrdom  for  the  Teltimony  of  Jefus  Chrift,  and  the  truth  of  a  good 
Confcience,  Revel.  10.4.  and  you  come  to  A.  1666  ,  in  which  fhall  be  ful¬ 
filled  all  thole  things  which  are  mentioned,  Revel.  18,  and  the  19  Chapter.

Chrid,  and  you  come  to  Anno  1711  ;  which  year  fhail  be  wonderfull  and 
terrible  to  all  the  world,  becaufethat  in  the  year  next  going  before 
Anno  17 10')  the  abominable  Names  and  mention  of  Papids ,  Turks  and 
Tartarsfieing  eradicated  from  the  memories  of  men,  the  glorious  Eilate  of 
the  Gofpel,  and  the  terreftial  Felicity  of  the  Church  of  God  fhail  begin 
over  the  face  of  the  whole  Earth.  From  the  Birth  of  CMo(es  until!  the  Dc- 
dru&ion  o($crufalcm  by  Titus  (which  typifies  the  end  of  the  world)  are 
1646  years:  fo  many  from  the  Incarnation  of  our  Saviour,  denoted  that 
year,  whofe  influence  liath  begun,  and  fhail  prove  fatal  to  mod  of  the  King¬ 
doms  of  Europe:  adde  to  thefe  20  years  to  come  after,  from  that  time 
(which  980  years  ago  were  prophefied  of,  to  be  thofe  years,  in  which  the 
Ringdom  and  the  Dominion,  andthe greatnefi  of  kingdoms  under  the  whole  Hea¬ 
ven,  jhall  be  given  to  the  Saints  of  the  mo  ft  High,  whofe  kingdom  is  an  everlafting 
kingdom,  and  all  Dominions  jhall  ferve  and  obey  him,  Dan.7.17.  )  and  it  will 
amount  to  the  year  of  the  fatal  Ruine  of  the  Bead,  Anno  1 666.  From  thefe 
few  Particulars  of  the  Confent  and  Agreement  of  times  in  the  holy  Scri¬ 
ptures,  I  infer  thus  much.  About  the  year  1657  fhail  be  great  Changes  ftje^the 
and  Alterations  in  Government  in  every  Kingdom  in  Europe,  as  well  Pro-  £flates  of 
tedant  as  Papid,  attended  and  accompanied  with  fuch  horrid  Combudions  certain  years 
and  Mafl'acres,  as  hath  not  been  before  fince  the  memory  of  man.  This  OtAihiw 
fhail  make  way  (  as  I  faid  before  )  for  the  Protedants  to  unite  in  a  general 
Combination  to  fend  Forces  under  the  ConduCt  of  an  invincible  Cyrus  over 
the  Alps  to  harrow  Italy  with  fire  and  fword,  and  after  level  the  wals  of 
l  ome  with  the  lowed  dud,  Anno  1 666 .  For  as  in  the  year  of  Grace  666 , 

Popery  was  brought  to  a  full  maturity  in  the  Womb,  by  Vitalian  (  who  or¬ 
dained  Latin-Service  in  the  Church,  contrary  to  Chrids  Inditution,  and 
the  precedent  Primitive  times)  and  as  1000  the  Number  of  Perfection  and 
Eternity  is  feldom  ufed  in  our  ordinary  Computes,  but  left  out  for  brevity 
fake  (as  we  ufe  to  fay,  T he  Spanifh- Armado  was  in  $  8  8  for  1  $  8  8,  and  the 
Powder-plot  in  605  for  1605.)  foitis  mod  certain  and  indubitable,  that 
as  the  Birth  of  Antichrid  was  in  Anno  666 ,  fo  the  death  of  it  fhail  be  Anno 
1666,  though  the  Carkafie  of  it  may  lie  unburied  for  30  years  aber,  yet 
quedionlefle  it  fhail  with  Gog  and  c *Magog  be  cad  into  the  Lake  of  Gods 
wrath  at  one  and  the  fame  time.  T  his  ruine  of  Rome  fhail  make  way  with¬ 
in  ten  years  after  to  the  Converfion  of  the  Jews  :  For  feeing  the  Kingdom  of 
Antichrid  (  as  now  it  is)  is  the  only  Let  to  their  *  Converfion  (  for  all  the 
Jews  that  now  are,  live  within  the  Papacy,  and  are  prohibited  from  turning 
Chridians,  partly  becaufe  of  the  Idolatry  they  fee  amongd  the  Papids  in 
their  worfhipping  of  Images  ( the  Jews  being  Zealots  in  the  fecond  Com¬ 
mandment)  partly  hecaufe  at  their  Converfion  with  the  Papids  they  mud 
renounce  all  their  goods  as  ill  gotten,  which  rigid  Condition  a  worldly  peo¬ 
ple  will  never  yield  to  )  therefore  till  the  very  name  and  power  of  Popery  be 
dedroyed,  and  they  admitted  amongd  Protedant  Kingdoms ,  there  can  be 
fmall  hope  of  their  Converfion.  But  now  Antichrid  totally  dedroyed,  they 
begin  to  fee  into  their  Errours  and  Ignorances,  endeavour  to  learn  the  way es^ 
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of  God,  and  that  the  Saviour  ©f  the  world  (whom  they  fo  long  expend)  is 
come  fo  many  years  fince  and  fuftered.  This  Converfion  of  the  We- 
ftern  Jews  fhall  be  compleated  in  that  fatall  and  terrible  year  1 68  And  fix 
years  after  that  fhall  they  be  united  with  their  Eaftcrn-Brethren  the  io 
Tribes  captivated  by  Salmanajfer,  who  have  for  243  3  years  lien  invifible  in 
the  bowels  of  the  Kingdoms  of  Turks  and  Tartarian s.  T  he  Chriif  ian  world 
neither  muft  nor  ought  to  enquire,  how  this  people  which  have  lien  hid  and 
©bfcured  fo  long  a  fpac  e,  fhall  in  fo  fmall  a  time  as  a  year  and  an  half,  fo  vi- 
fibly,  fo  powerfully,  and  fo  magnificently  arife  to  the  Terrour  and  Con- 
quell  of  the  whole  Earth.  The  holy  Ghoft  declareth,  E\ek-  $7-  8.  by  the 
dry  bones,  flefhed  and  indued  with  life  in  an  inifant,  io  that  they  flood  up¬ 
on  their  feet,  and  became  a  great-Army  5  what  a  ilrange  ,  horrid  and  won- 
derfull  thing  this  fhall  be,  and  how  terrible  it  fhall  appear  to  the  fight  of  the 
world  in  that  year  5  which  within  if  years  after  (  vi\.  Anno  1698.)  fhall 
fight  that  famous  and  fearfull  pitcht-fieid  with  the  united  Fores  of  Turks  and 
Tartarians,  which  fhall  prove  the  Deliverance  of  the  Church  of  Godfrom  all 
adverfity.  Thrice  fhall  Europe  within  this  time  ftrive  to  eftablifh  that  power, 
which  Superftition  and  Tyranny  firft  procreated  :  Thrice  fhall  the  children 
of  this  world  raife  innumerable  Forces  to  deftroy  the  Saints  of  the  mofl  high: 
Thr  ice  fhall  the  Power  of  Godlinefs  prevail  in  the  hearts  and  arms  of  thofe, 
who  fhall  make  the  Land  thrice  drunk  with  the  blond  of  the  Enemies  of 
Chrift;  and  whofegrand  Anccftoursilew’d  itfooft  with  the  bloud  of  the 
Prophets  and  Apomes.  Preparatives  to  thefe  fearfull  Wonders  fhall  be 
thofe  horrid  and  ominous  Eclipfes  preceding  the  year  1 660,  fatall  and  con- 
fpicuous  to  Europe  5  figns  both  of  God’s  paternal  Chaftizements  for  Se&s 
and  Schilms  in  the  Church,  and  of  his  confuming  judgements  impending 
upon  the  implacable  Enemies  thereof. 

In  the  year  1654,  eAugufi  2.  fhall  happen  a  fearfull  and  lamentable  total 
°J  Jr~  Eclipfe  of  the  Sun  in  the  59  Degree  of  Leo ,  about  half  an  hour  before  high 
cjjpfcin^s*.  ^|o0n5  where  fhall  be  feen  the  mighty  hand  of  God  working  Wonders  in 
*  Italy,  Sicily y  Bohemia ,  Greece ,  ^Armenia  and  Syria ,  the  Kingdoms  fubjeft 
to  Leo .  The  body  of  the  Sun  in  this  Eclipfe  will  be  totally  darkned  for  the 
(pace  of  two  hours  and  29  Minutes  :  it  will  be  fo  great ,  the  like  hath  not 
been  before,  nor  after  fhall  be :  greater  then  that  Eclipfe  of  the  Sun  which 
was  FC&.25.1S97.  commonly  called  the  dark  Saturday.  Of  this  Eclipfe  thus 
Bdyienfti  Cf  Baudenfis  M.S.  fol.

7  5*  Yet  in  the  interim 
fe  (faith  Baudenfis')  God  fhall  promote  the  happinefs  of  'ferufalcm,  Peace 
<(  fhall  be  within  her  veals ,  and  plenteoufnefi  within  her  Palaces •  And  fol.  15  4. 
<(Exerc4 7.  he  faith,  The  years  1657,1658.1661,1663,  fhall. be  forinida* 
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c<bieto  Aufiria,  Silefia ,  Hungary,  Holland,  France  and.  Portugal,  becaufe  that 
Cf  every  one  of  thofe  years  {hall  be  attended  with  four  Eclipfes  apiece,  por~ 

(e  tending  the  Mutations  of  all  thofe  feveral  States,  and  that  the  Revolution 
(C  of  time  is  come,  wherein  they  rauft  give  place  to  the  Lion  of  the  North, 

“  whofe  Scepter  {hall  bruife  their  power  to  nothing,  and  his  Gauntlet  lay 
cc  their  Forces  proftrate  at  his  feet.  At  which  time  all  Europe  fhall  fing  this

Yet  he  that  returns  back  in  review'all  of  the  conjunctions  and  fiery  Tripli-  A  Defcripti. 
cities,  may  fee  how  they  have  in  part  prognofticated  the  prefent  troubles  and  Tripli- 
and  diftra&ions  of  Europe,  with  the  Common-wealths  of  England  and  Scot-  ^5$, 
land.  Anno  1603  in  the  firft  great  conjun&ionof  Saturn  and  Jupiter,  in  the 
fiery  triplicity,  K.  fames  came  to  the  Crown  of  England,  and  fo  was  fulfil¬ 
led  that  Prophecie  which  an  holy  Anchoret  made  890  years  agoe,  Englijh  men 
for  that  they  wonnetb  them  to  drunheineffe,  to  treaJifon ,  and  recblefeneffe  of  Got' s 
boufe,firften  by  Bancs,  tbentb  by  Tfortmxns,  and  the  tbrid  time  by  Scots,  whom  they 
holden  left  voortbenofall,  they fallen  be  overcompn.  Thentbevoorld' fallen  be  un- 
fable,  and  fo  various  and  diver  fable,  that  the  unflablenejfe  of  thoughts  fallen  be  be- 
too\eineid  by  many  manner  diverfity  of  c loathing.  This  could  never  be  fulfilled 
but  by  a  Scottifh  King  fvvaying  the  Englilh-fcepterja’nd  therefore  never  came 
to  pafie  till  the  Union  of  the  two  Kingdoms  under  the  faid  King.  As  the 
fecond  Conjunction,  Anno  1613.  found  Germany  and  moll  of  the  Weft  in- 
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volved  in  civil  Wars,  and  as  the  third  A found  the  King  and  Sub- 
jeds  of  England  in  the  field  one  apainft  the  other  3  io  the  fourth  Conjuncti¬ 
on,  An.  1 66l  in  Sagitarius  fhan  begin  thofe  deftruCtive  Combuftions  in 
Italy,  which  fhali  allure  the  Proteftant  Armies  to  make  a  third  all-conquer¬ 
ing  Party  in  the  fame  3  and  the  fifth  A11. 168  3  in  Leo  {hall  bring  forth  the 
Converfion  ofthe  Jews  :  but  the  fixth  Conjun&ion  happening  in  Taurus, 
An.  170 fhali  behold  that  which  many  glorious  Saints  and  children  of  God 
have  read  of,  and  rejoyced  and  defired  to  fee,  and  yet  could  not  fee  them. 
Por  now  Revel,  zz.  1.  {hall  the  Sea  (that  is,  the  miferable  eftate  of  the 
World  by  Wars,  Deflations  and  Sicknefl'es)  be  deftroyed,and  no  more  ex¬ 
tant.  Now  {hall  the  time  of  Tribulation,  War  and  defolation,  the  time  of 
torments,  temptation,  herefie  and  perfecution  be  utterly  abolifiied  from  the 
memory  of  men  For  a  new  Heaven  and  a  new  Earth,  a  renovated  Church, 
purified  Saints  {hail  fucceed  in  the  room  of  thofe  Wolves,  who  in  fbeeps- 
cloathing  devoured  the  Flock  of  Chrift.  Thefe  are  the  dayes,  for  the  hop£ 
of  which  the  ftones  otSion  cry  day  by  day,  though  little  efteeming  feven 
thoufand  deaths  in  tegaid  of  that  precious  afl'urance  graven  in  their  °Brefts, 
that  they  fhali  then,  and  in  that  day  behold  the  Lord,  which  hath  mercifully 
gathered  them  from  all  Nations,  and  hath  fo  wonderfully  preferved  them 
from  the  forcery  of  Babylon  (which  hath  deftroyed  all  the  Earth)  thatiead- 
eth  them  in  and  out  before  Pagans,  Hereticks  and  Idolaters,  before  the  co¬ 
vetous  and  foolifh-wife  of  this  world,  fo  prudently  and  fo  invifiblv,  that  they 
feeing  are  not  feen,and  living  are  not  known. 

‘  But  from  thefe  low  things  let  us  afeend  up  to  Scripture  further  to  prove  the 
certainty  thereof.  Daniels  Image  as  it  gave  the  firft  ,  fo  it  gave  the  fullelt 
Knowledge  of  this  great  Myftefy  of  the  Church  of  God,  Dan.  z.  per  tot.  In 
which  Image  is  deferibed  in  brief  the  Eftate  of  the  World,  from  the  very 
day  God  revealed  this  to  Darnel,  and  he  to  Hebuchadnenar ,  to  the  full  and 
final  End  and  Conclufion  of  time.  By  the  golden  Head,  filver  Arms,  bra¬ 
zen  Belly,  and  iron  Legs,  we  muft  underftand  the  Chaldean  ,  Perfian,  CMace- 
Aonian  and  Roman  Monarchies,  which  lucceflively  one  after  another,  tyran-** 
mzed  over  mankinde  by  cruelty,  and  by  cruelty  came  to  as  miferable  Deftru- 
ihonsintheend.  The  feet  part  of  Iron,  and  part  of  Clay,  denoted  the  decli¬ 
ning  Eftate  ofthe  Roman  Empire  (after  that  indifereet  Divifion  of  it  under 
Charles  the  Great  into  the  Eaftern  and  Weftern)  under  the  prefent  Papacy 
and  now-vulturizing  houfe  of  Auftria, which  hitherto  doth  and  fhali  continue 

/nti- Therefore^  cut  Without  hands  (in  tfie  34  veTeJ 
{which [mote the  Image  on  hk  feet,  thatwerepan  of  Iron,  pan  of  Clay  and  fo 
brake  them  to  pieces,  that  the  Iron,  Braffe,  Clay,  Silver  and  Gold  became  as  chaff 
f  rn  Summer- flowers  that  the  mnde  carried  them  away ,  and  no  more  place  was

nonofthe  Jews  {hall  overcome  all  her  Enemies,  and  reign  triumphantly  in 
all  Nations  under  Heaven,  in  univerfality,  uniformity,  integrity  and  inne- 
€ency  of  life  and  converfation.  1  0  7 
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This  bleffed  and  happy  eftate  of  Chrifts  Church  upon  Earth  (after  the  Expofi- 
aforefaid  battel  of  Geg  and  Magog  defcribed  E^ech.i  8.  and  59  Chap.  oftt0n'0f  thcix 
which  enough  before  )  is  graphically  deciphered  in  the  nine  lait  Chapters  lad  chapters 
of  the  fame  Prophet,  beginning  at  the  40  ;  where  under  a  fpecious  and  large  °f 
type  of  reitoring  the  old  Jewifh  Temple  with  the  Sacrifices  (chap.  40.)  the 
meafuring,  ordering  and  diipofing  of  it  in  every  thing  thereto  belonging 
(  chap. 41.)  as  the  chambers  of  the  Priefts  in  the  Temple,  the  holy  Utenfils 
(chap.^z.)  the  glory  of  God  filling  the  houfc  {chap.  43.)  his  paternall  up¬ 
braiding  the  Ifraelites  for  their  antient  Idolatry,  and  demonftrating  fiis  great 
and  affectionate  love  to  them  for  the  prefent  {chap. 44.)  is  contained  (as  I 
faid  before)  a  pithy  difcourfe  how  powerfull  and  magnificent  thefe  new  con- 
verted  Chriltians  ihall  be  >  how  holy,  learned  and  unanimous  their  Mini- 
fters  ihould  be,  how  ardent  and  ftudious  they  ihall  be  in  communicating  the 
Gofpel  of  Chrift  to  fuch  as  yet  fit  in  darkneife  and  in  the  fhadow  of  death 
(chap. 45.)  how  vigilant  their  Princes  and  Magi  fixates  ihall  be  in  being 
keepers  of  the  houfe  of  God,  that  is  in  incouraging  the  Miniiters,  tam  prx- 
mio  qudmpoend,  to  inftruCt  the  people  in  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  that  fo 
both  Minifters  and  people  may  render  due  obedience  to  their  common  Savi¬ 
our,  in  love  to  God,  and  charity  toward  men.  And  again,  the  referved  por¬ 
tions  of  Land  for  the  Temple,  City,  Priefts  and  Princes  all  in  juft  meafures 
and  dimenfions,  the  waters  i  filling  out  of  the  Temple,  ever  increafing  in  La¬ 
titude  and  Profundity,  the  fevcrall  divifions  of  the  particular  lots  of  Priefts, 

.Temple,  Lev ites,  the  City  and  the  Princes  fecondarily  repeated  in  the  45* 

4^473  and  the  laft  Chapters, evidently  declare  the  undoubted  certainty  and 
verity  of  this  wonder  full  myftery,  that  the  Jews  ihall  repofieffe  their  antient 
poffeftions  and  feverall  inheritances  in  the  Land  of  'fudea ;  how  devout,pious 
and  chearfull  they  ihall  be  in  the  worihip  and  ferviceof  God,  intimated  by 
the  frequent  performing  of  fpirituall  Sacrifices  and  Oblations :  how  potent 
and  fpatious  their  Church  ihall  be,  how  great  and  infinite  the  Priviledges, 
and  never  decreafing  Graces  of  God  ihall  be  to  it,  fignified  by  the  depth  and 
latitude  of  the  fpiritual  waters  of  Life.  ■

the  South  fbould  pujh  at  him  (vi\.  th  t  Saracens  ihould  invade  the  Emperour  ) 
and  fecondly,  what  lamentable  havock  the  Turk  ihould  make  of  the  Roman 
Monarchy  by  conquering  and  fubduing  from  them  all  the  Eaftern  Empire  of 
(fonftantinople,  in  thefe  words,  And  theming  of  the  Tffprtb  JhaU  come  againft  him.

the  Countries,  and  full  overflow  and  pafic  thorow  ;  which  was  verified  inthe 
Turks  conquering  all  Greece,  S  cythia,  {Moldavia,  S  ervia ,  A  ft  a,  Syria,  Mesopota¬ 
mia  and  the  I  Ties  of  the  ©/Cgfriwfea:  And  be  JhaU  enter  into  the  pleafant  Land, 
and  many  Countries  (hall  be  overthrown ,  but  thefe  fodl  efcape  out  of  his  hands,

"Edom  and  Moab,  and  the  chief  of  the  Children  of  Ammon,  which  aifo  came 
to  paffe  when  Selimm  I.  invaded  Egypt,  flew  Tomumbey  the  Sultan  thereof, 
eradicated  the  very  name  of  the  Mamalucks,  and  fo  got  all  the  wealth  and 
treasures  of  Memphis  and  Grand-Cairo,  and  added  alfo  fudea  as  a  member  of 
Egypt  to  the  Turffjh  Empire,  An.1^17.  His  fen  Solymon  the  Magnificent, 
awed  India,  and  Ethiopia,  and  his  Grandchilde  Selimm  II.  conquered  Tunis 
and  Algiers  in  Afttque,  yet  neither  of  them  medled  with  the  Arabians,  Edo - 
mites  or  Moabites,  as  thinking  them  a  people  not  worth  conquering.  In  the 
44  verfe,  Daniel  faith,  Tint  ty  dings  out  of  the  Eaft  andlVeJl  Jhall  trouble  him ; 
the  converfion  of  the  Eaflern  and  Weftern  "fews,  fhall  lo  inrage  the  Tur^e, 
that  he  fhall  levy  innumerable  Forces,  and  march  forth  in  great  fury  to  de- 
ftroy  and  root  them  out :  And  he  Jhall  pitch  the  Tabernacle  of  his  Palace  between 
the  few  in  the  glorious  and  holy  {Mountain ,  fhall  fight  a  tnoft  terrible  and  bloudy 
pitcht  Field  with  them  in  their  own  Land  of  Jfury,  and  yet  Jhall  he  come  to  his 
end,  his  power,  by  God’s  Providence,  {hall  be  overthrown,  and  totally  era¬ 
dicated  by  them  from  off  the  Earth,  and  none  fhall  help  him. 

The  Expofi-  Laftly,  S.  efobn  in  Revel. 9. 1 5 .  fetteth  down  in  plain  and  evident  numbers, 
tion  of  Rev .  the  very  beginning,  increafe  and  downfall  of  this  hellifh  generation.  For  in 
9.15%  faying  'the  Tariff!)  A  rmies  Jhall  be  prepared  at  an  hour,  a  day,  a  moneth,  and  ay  ear, 
he  analogically  declareth  the  very  time  of  their  birth,  and  the  year  when  they 
fhall  come  to  a  finall  annihilation.  Here  a  Day  is  to  be  taken  prophetically 
for  a  year,  a  IMoncth  for  3 1  daies^  which  likewife  make  fo  many  years,  and 
ay  ear  for  the  daies  of  a  biflextild  Jwtoyear  (which  are  366)  making  in 
the  fame  manner  as  manyq>ro'pheticall  years  as  in  the  former  Epoch’s  of  Da¬ 
niel  and  E^effel:  So  the  nun’s  of  366,  3 1  and  1,  make  a  compleat  Product 
of  398  years,  which  added  to  An.  1300  (the  year  in  which  the  Ottoman 
Empire  firft  law  light  in  the  world  )  plainly  demonftrates,  that  as  the  Tur- 
fojb  Empire  began  An.OhriJU  1300,  fo  in  An.  169$  fhall  be  the  fatall  end 
and  finall  downfall  of  the  fame.  Thus  it  is  evident,  that  as  the  downfall  and 
captivity  of  the  Jewifh  Nation  fell  in  the  building  and  birth  of  that  City, 
which  was  afterward  the  fourth  Monarchy  5  fo  in  the  buriall  and  mine  of

Anfwercd.  *  then  is  his  Power  moil  manifeft,  when  man  is  wcakell  3  his  Decrees  moil

effe&ible,  when  we  think  him  the  furtheftofFs  and  his  Providence  ncareft 
execution,  then,  when  the  world  is  moft  irregular,  and  incapable  of  a  Re¬ 
formation.  When  the  Abominations  and  Paganifmes  of  the  old  World  had 
deftroyed  all  true  worfhip  of  God,  and  an  120  years  of  repentance  did  no 
good,  then  was  God’s  time  to  feparate  the  Wheat  from  the  ChafFe,  and  by x 
laving  of  Noahs  family  to  prefer  ve  a  feed  for  the  implantation  of  a  new.  So 
in  the  new  World,  when  Idolatry  had  overfpread  all,  the  Judgement  and 
Mercy  of  God  moft  appeared  in  ? Abrahams  Vocation ,  by  feledin^  his 
Church  from  the  reft  ofmankinde,  and  continuing  it  above  2000  years  in 
the  Houle  of  Heber,  the  true  Heir  to  Grace  and  Salvation.  Thus,  was  it  in 
the  deftru&ion  of  Sodome  and  gomonba ,  in  the  Babylonilh  Captivity,  in  the 
Reformation  by  Luther ,  when  all  the  world  were  become  Apoftates/  God’s 
Providence  ihone  out  brighteft,  and  was  moft  confpicuous  in  prooa^atin^ 
Religion,  maugre  all  the  oppolition  the  devil  and  the  world  could  invent  or 
de\  ife  :  So  fhall  it  be  in  this  prefixed  time  :  though  the  world  muft  degene¬ 
rate  more  and  more  in  civility  and  humanity  5  Chriftianity  be  cclipfe^f  in  a 
higher  meafure,  and  the  true  Worfhippers  of  God  decreafe  above  what  ever 
yet  hath  been  done  :  though  Proteftantifme  in  many  Coafts  and  Kingdoms 
ftiall  be  totally  fwallowed  up  of  Popery  and  Mahumetanifme  5  more  lamen¬ 
table  Warres  and  f^arfull  Maflacres  rage  through  England ,  Germany ,  F ranee 
Spain,  Italy,  and  all  European  Monarchies,  then  we  have  yet  beheld /and 
though  fome  of  thefe  Kingdoms  wholly  revolt  to  Popery,  others  be  luke¬ 
warm  and  at  a  ftand,  until!  An.  16$ 6  >  yet  ail  thefe  lhall  but  make  way  for 
the  finall  Eradication  of  the  enemies  of  the  Church,  and  the  eftorious  and 
wonderfull  Birth,  and  eredion  of  the  FIFTH  MON  A^R  C  H  I  E 
UNIVERSA  LL,  which  by  thefe  pangs  and  forrows  of  Chriftendome 
fhall  be  brought  forth  about  the  time  of  the  totall  converfion  of  the  Jews. 
For  the  feafon  is  now  come,  when  Judgement  muft  begin  (not  at  the  Tem¬ 
ple  of  Antichrift  )  but  at  the  Houfe  of  God  5  and  wha°t  bloud  foever  is  fhed 
upon  the  foyl  of  the  Church,  fhall  be  no  other  then  fruitfull  fhowers  and 
warm  feafons,  to  make  the  Field  of  Chrift  more  pregnant  in  produdion  of 
that  glorious  Harveft  of  Saints,  which  fhall  cover  the  Earth.  For  as  it  fhall 
be  in  the  end  of  the  World,  this  old,  decrepit,  and  corrupt  world  muft  be 
purged  and  refined  with  the  fire  of  the  Lord,  before  there  can  be  placed  in 
ftead  thereof  a  new  Heaven  and  a  new  Earth  :  So  in  the  finall  Conclufion 
of  the  troubles  of  the  Church,  warres,  Apoftafies,  alterations  and  changes  in 
Kingdoms  and  States,  the  ^j/oAs£ek  of  Gog  and  Magog,  and  all  the  enemies 
of  Chrift,  the  amputation  of  unprofitable  Trees,  and  eradication  of  noxious 
Weeds  out  of  the  Garden  of  the  Church,  fhall  facilitate  and  prepare  the  way 
for  the  ingrefle  of  the  Monarchy  of  the  Gofpel  into  the  eyes  of  the  world.Far 
wide  therefore  is  the  Surmife  of  thofe  Chriftians,  how  this  dodrine  of  the 
uni verfall  Regiment  of  the  Church  upon  earth  is  a  vain-glorious  and  fanta- 
ftick  dream,  confidering  the  hopes  of  it  now  are  fmall,  and  like  to  be  Idler 
becaufe  charity  and  devotion  daily  decreafeth  :  Nay  rather  this  is  the  moft 
evident  fign  that  it  fpeedily  approached,  becaufe  the  malice  of  the  devil  with 
the  corruption  of  mankinde,  hourly  augmented  and  ftrives  to  ftifk  and  pre- 
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vent  it.  If  God  be  known  to  be  God  by  bringing  light  out  of  darkneffe,  and 
manifefting  his  power  in  weaknefle ;  then  certainly  fhall  thefe  warres  and 
fchifmes  among  Chriftians,  the  barbarous  invafions  and  conquefts  of  Turks 
and  Tartars,  the  encreahng  Idolatry  of  the  Weftern  and  Eaftern  Indians, 
be  an  Axe  in  the  hand  of  God,  to  lop  off  all  fuperfluous  branches  from  his 
Vine,  to  make  it  overfpread  with  nourifhing  fruit,  the  Globe  of  the  whole 
Earth.

And  that  thefe  are  no  noveil  Opinions,  thefe  following  Teffimonies  may 
give  fufficient  evidence,  ‘Petrus  Damiani  flourifhed  Anno  1060.  a  laborious 
Divine,  an  acute  Philofopher,  and  a  witty  Poet.  Gefner  and  other  Bibliothe- 
caries  fay  nothing  of  him  is  extant.  Yet  I  have  feen  in  the  Library  of  Trini- 
ty-Colledge  in  Cambridge  certain  Latine  Epigrams  of  his,  Of  the  conver- 
fion  of  the  Jews,  Of  the  deftru&ion  of  the  world  by  fire  in  the  laft  day.  Of 
the  ruine  of  Rome,  andOfthelall  Judgement,  which  Latine  Epigrams  I 
finde  tranflated  into  Englifli  Stands  in  an  old  Manufcript  of  L.  B.  intituled 
The  Dove.

Ptophcfies  Thus  by  this  great  Divine  living  in  the  miftieft  times  of  Popery,  it  may 
of  Hierony*  «|ain  appear, that  it  was  a  received  opinion  that  the  total  deftrudion  of  Rome, 
mus  Savana-  converfion  of  the  Jews,  and  the  fifth  Monarchy  fhould  precede  the  end  of 
the  world.  And  this  is  alfoconfirmed  by  Hkronymm  Savonarola.  (  who  died  a 
Martyr  at  Florence,  A.  1498.)  whofe  Prophefies  are  extant  in  the  works  of 
Francifcm  CMirandttU.  f*  That  in  the  l aft  times  Jews,T urks  and  Moors  fhould 
«  be  converted  to  C  hr  iff,  a  man  like  Cym  with  a  numerous  Army  of  true  pr  fl¬ 
ic  feflors  fhould  come  over  the  Alpes  anddeftvoy  Rome,  and  ruinate  all  the 
"  Kingdoms  and  States  of  ltaly.  That  grievous  Wars,  Bloud-fheddings  and 
•'  Maflacres  fhould  arife  in  the  world  by  a  Northern  King  for  a  happy  Refor- 
“  mation,  who  fhould  carry  the  Gofpel  out  of  Europe  into  a  vaft  and  unknown 
world  in  the  end  of  time.  That  an  Eaftern  King  fhould  blow  the  Trumpet 
«  of  God  from  Tartaria ,  which  fhould  reform  all  the^I  Hands  of  the  Indian  In¬ 
i'  fidels.  He  likewife  prophefied  in  particular  of  j’uho  the  fecond,  of  the  trou- 
«  bles  of  the  Duke  of  Mtrandula,  Of  Luthers  Reformation,  Of  the  Perfecuti- 
«  ons  of  CMerindol,Chabrkrs,Angrog?ic,  the  Valtoline, and  other  places  of  France, 
all  which  moil  evidently  came  topaife. 

A  Prophecy  Thirdly,  A  Prophecie  of  the  eftate  and  condition  of  the  times  unto  the  end 
lardy  found  0f  the  world,  was  found  written  in  Hebrew  under  the  Foundation  of  the 
”>F*ance>of  Church  of  S.  Denis  in  France,  A*  t6\6.  by  the  Sexton  of  the  place,  as  he  dig— 
ged  for  the  ereding  of  a  Monument  for  the  Lord  T digni,  He  gave  it  unto  the 
world  till  Popes  Nuncio  (who  rewarded  him  with  100  dollars  for  his  pains)  from 
An,  1710.  him  it  was  fent  to  the  Cardinal!  oi  Bruges,  whoprefented  it  unto  the  young 
K.  Lewis  XIII.  It  was  written  in  parchment,  and  wrapped  in  lead  in  the  form 
of  an  Heart :  Hebrew  numericall  fetters  were  fet  at  the  fide  of  every  Line,  fig- 
nifying  in  what  Year  of  our  Lord  every  accident  ihould  come  to  pafle,  and  be 
manifefted  to  the  world.'  Out  of  Hebrew  it  was  tratnflated  intoLatineby 
$ohmn&s  Parmarino  Secretary  to  the  faid  Cardinalh.

Of  how  large  an  extent  the  Turkifli  Empire  fliould  be,  how  far  it  fliould 
prevail  againft  Chriftendome,  when  it  fliould  be  at  the  height,  and  when 
Chriftians  fliould  begin  to  cry  quits  with  them  by  victories  and  conquefts, 
is  longflnce  extant  in  ancient  Prophefies.  One.whereof  M.  Fox  in  his  firft 
Volume  o iAcls  and  Monuments 3  pag.74 6.  antiq.  edit,  relates  he  found  in  the 
Peril  an  language  in  a  Manufcript  of  Bartbolmary  Cjcorgienit ^ ;  the  fubftance 
whereof  in  Latine  is  this. 

Imperator  nofter  Venice ,  Ethnici  Prtncipes  Rcgnum  capiet ,  rubrum  quoque  po- 
mum  capiet  yinque fuam poteftatem  rediget.

Our  Emperour  fliall  come,  he.lhall  take  the  Kingdom  of  a  heathen  Prince, 
he  fliall  alfo  take  the  red  apple,  and  fubdue  it  to  himfelf. 

But  if  the  Chriftians  fword  fliall  not  arife  by  the  feventh  year,  he  fliall 
reign  over  them  to  the  twelfth  year,  he  fliall  build  houfes,  plant  vineyards, 
hedge  in  Orchards,  and  beget  children,  and  after  the  twelfth  year  fliall  the 
Chriftians  fword  appear,  and  put  the  Turk  to  flight  on  every  fide. 

M.  Fox  expounds  thefe  ix  years  to  be  ix  Turkifli  Emperours  prevailing 
againft  Chriftians,  beginning  at  the  fir  ft.  Emperour  Ottoman  An.  1300.  and 
jfo  Solyman  the  magnificent  to  be  the  twelfth  Emperour,  and  the  laft  that 
fliould  prevail  againft  Chriftians  •  who  began'  his  reign  An.  1  $  19.  and  died 
An.1^67.  But  I  think  rather  it mult  begin  at  {Mahomet the  1 1.  winning  of 
Conftantinople  (called  here  rubrum  pomum  )  An.  145  x.  and  muft  end  at 
the  late  Emperour  Mabom et  the  TV.  his  death  the  laftAuguft,  1649.  My 
reafon  is  this  :  Other  Emper6urs  have  prevailed  againft  Chriftians,  fince 
Solyman  the  magnificent.  For  setitnus  the  IT.  his  fon  wan  Cyprus  from  the 
Venetians.  Armuratb  III.  took  the  Fort  Cjniermo  from  the  Hungarians,  and 
his  fon  uMahomet  III.  took  Agria  in  Hungary,  and  had  he  purfued  his  victo¬ 
ry,  had  won  that  whole  Kingdom  in  leflethen  a  year  :  So  the  la tt  Mahomet 
is  the  1  x  Emperour  from  CMabomet  the  II.  and  now  after  his  death  fliall  the 
Turks  prevail  no  more  againft  Chriftians.  For  fourty  years  agoe  that  King¬ 
dom1  was  at  a  ftand,  and  is  declining  to  aneternall  deftruCtion.  The  fword 
ofthe  Chriftians  fhall  now  arifeand  prevail  againft  the  Turks  till  1696. 
when  the  converted  Jews  fliall  gather  head  to  overcome  them  in  a  bloudy 
pitcht  field,  and  root  out  their  name  from  off  the  Earth.  By  this  young  Em¬ 
perours  deceafe  without  iflue,  the  Ottoman  Line  is  extinCt,  and  none  left. 
One  Sultan  Hdli  (  a  Perfian  by  birth)  is  now  Steward  of  the  Ottoman 
houfe,  and  the  Grim- Tartar  by  old  compofition  and  agreement  layeth  claim 
the  Turkifli  Empire.?  which  at  prefent  is  in  combuftion  becaufe  of  this*

And  though  above  200000  Turks  are  in  the  Fields  with  an  intent  (as  is 
thought )  to  invade  Germany,  yet  if  Chriffians  could  but  leave  off  their 
unneceffary  divifions,  they  might  foon  ruinate  the  Turkijh  Empire.  For 
fince  ArmurathlV.  his  death,  1642.  (whobeganto  reign,  An-  1613.) 
all  the  time  of  thislate  Mahomet's  reign,  fince  there  hath  been  continual!  con- 
tentions  and  maflacres  amongft  the  Turks,  the  Jannizaries  eluding  and  de- 
fpifing  the  young  and  weak  Emperour,  which  terrified  the  Mufti  and  the 
Bafla’s  lore,  becaufe  they  had  a  prophecy,  that  as  a  Mahomet  wan  Conftan- 
.  tinople,  fo  a  Mahomet  ihould  lole  it  again  to  the  Chriftians.  However  the 
matter  goes  for  the  prefent,  the  year  1698  fhall  be  fatall  both  to  them  and  to  A  Prophecy 
the  Pope  in  both  their  mines,  and  the  beginning  of  the  comparative  felicity  °f^c  ycat 
of  the  Church  of  God,  as  may  be  further  manitefted  by  an  excellent  Pro-  M 
phecy,  which  the  learned  Erafmus  received  fi  om  Reuchlitm,  and  was  found  JJ  * 
in  the  ftudy  of  fuftus  Lypfius  by  Jama  Vouyi  the  younger,  running  thus,  lyppw*

T  he  two  Books  of  Efdrat  are  thought  (and  that  by  none  of  the  leaf!  learn-  ^ 
ed,  as  Auguftvie,  Hieromc,  Ambrofe,  Todatus,  Scaligerthe  elder,  Melanfthon, 

Arrm  Montanus,  Bucer ,  and  Bibliander  )  to  be  Canonical!,  becaufe  of  the 
moft  evident  fulfilling  of  many  predictions  in  them  contained.  In  the  it 
chap.of  the  fecond  of  thofe  Books,  there  is  under  the  type  of  an  Eagle,  a  ma- 
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nifeft  prophecie  both  of  the  Roman  Heathenifh  Empire*-  as  likewife  of  the 
Papacy  with  her  chief  Lcagurers  to,  this  prefent  time  throughout  the  whole 
Chapter.  T  his  Eagl£  is  that  Roman  Heathenifh  Empire  ,  her  twelve  fea¬ 
thered  wings  are  the  twelve  hr  ft  Emperours  from  Julius  Cefar  E0  lKSrjd 
ccius.  The  three  Heads  are  the  three  Kingdoms  of  F ranee,  Spain  and  Get- 
Marty,  preordained  of  God  to  uphold  and  maintain  the  power  of  her  pride., 
when  all  her  wings  (  her  heathenifh  and  tyrannicall  Qefars  )  fhould  fail  her.

Her  8  contrary  feathers  are  the  8  terrible  Inundati¬ 
ons  of  feverall  Nations  from  the  North  (God’s  fcourges )  which  over¬ 
whelmed  her  fair  eft  Provinccs,funk  her  State  in  bloud,  and  by  fire  and  fwori 
humbied  her  as  low  as  the  duft  fhe  trod  on  5  vi\.  1  Alancm  and  his  Weft- 
Gothes,  2  Attilas  and  his  Hunnes,  3  Gcnfericus  and  his  Vandals,  4  Odoacer , 
5  Tkeodoricut  and  his  Eaft-Goths,  6  Totilaf  and  his  Spaniards,  7  Alboiim 
and  his  Longobards  (  who  .depofed  her  diminitive  jQefar  Augujiulus  ZMomyl - 
Im)  8andlaftly,  theinteftine  homebred  Fa&ion  and  Conspiracy,  which 
proved  more  pernitious  then  the  reft  {  as  all  included  difeafes  are  the  worft  ) 
which  in  the  reigns  of  Otho  the  Great,  Otbo  III,  and  Fredericas  II,  fo  often 
ftrove  to  eradicate  the  Papal!  Superiority,  andreedifie  her  S.P.QJC  buried 
fo  many  ages  ago  out  of  the  ruines  of  the  City.  The  Head  in  the  midft 
is  the  Germane  Empire,,  begun  An.801  cm  Chriftmas  day,  by  Charles  the 
Great,  which  though  verf$z.  it  long  did  and  yet  d^th  put  the  Earth  in 
great  fear,  yet  verf.  3  3 .  muft  vanifh  in  an  infiant,  as  did  the  Wings,  and 
come  to  nought.  The  (germane  Empire  thus  deftroied,  verf.3  5.  The  Head 
on  the  right  fide  (the  Kingdom  of  Spain )  muft  devour  the  Head  on  the 
left  fide,  which  is  the  Kingdom  of  France .  Therefore  ltismanifeft.  That 
the  Kingdom  of  France ,  though  now  it  flourifheth  in  what  Glory  and  Mag¬ 
nificence  Earth  can  afford,  muft  ere  long  be  humbled  by  the  power  of  Spain, 
with  many  Difcomfitures,  and  brought  to  doleful!  ftreights  and  great  per¬ 
plexities.  I  my  feif  have  obferved  one  remarkable  Adjund  of  that  King- 
dome  in  particular,  how  that  year  (  in  which  the  Figures  of  the  Golden 
Number  were  equall  to  the  Figures  of  the  year  of  Chrift  )  hath  ever  proved 
fatal!  to  that  Monarchy  for  Warre,  Bloudfhed,  Peftilence  and  Famine.  It 
was  fo  with  them  from  <*An.  1 570  to  An.  1576.  in  all  which  feven  years,  the 
Guifian  fadion  made  lamentable  hayock  of  the  Church  of  God  and  the 
Kingdom  5  fo  fhall  it  be  in  that  year  in  which  the  finall  Tragedy  of  that 
Kingdom  fhall  be  aded,  fix  years  after  which  France  fhall  be  no  more. 
But  when  that  fhall  be,  no  fign  of  Europe  fhall  remain,  nor  remembrance 
where  the  wals  of  7tyme  flood.  The  LION  (  whichtw/.37.  zndchap. 12. 

came  roaring  out  of  the  Wood  (peaking  to  the  Eagle,  and  rebuking  her 
for  her  wikkednefle  )  is  the  WIND  which  the  moll:  high  God  hath  .kept 
for  Rmeand  her  wickcdneifc  till  the  end,  even  the  LION  OF  THE 
NORTH  (of  which  you  fb all  hear  anon  a  Propiiefie  of  the  tru t Merlin) 
which  fhall  reprove  the  Roman  Empire,  and  caft  before  her  lier  fpoils  >  he 
i.i  '■  U  '  '  fhall 
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fhall  fet  her  alive  in  Judgement,  rebuke  and  corred  her,  and  deliver  the  re- 
fidueof  Gods  people  by  Affli&on  which  are  preferved  upon  his  borders 
and  make  them  joyfull  untillthe  day  of  Judgement.  In  the  13  Chapter, 
Efdw  beholds  a  vifion  of  a  man  riling  out  of  the  Sea,  and  devouring  the 
multitudes  of  fighters  that  came  againft  him,  neither  withfword,  fpearnor 
any  inftrument  of  Warre,  but  only  with  the  fire  and  ftorm  that  came  out  of 
his  mouth  5  which  is  Chrift  the  fon  of  man,  who  through  a  fea  of  bloudy 
perfecutions  and  tribulations  propagated  his  Gofpel  over  the  Earth,  con¬ 
founding  and  devouring  the  multitudinous  Pagans  and  Idolaters  fiahtimT 
againft  Chriftians,  by  the  invincible  force  of  the  Gofpel.  After  a  lon^  time 
of  the  obftinate  wilfulneflc  and  fuineffe  of  the  Gentiles,  he  fhall  call  to  him- 
felf  another  peaceable  multitude,  verf  iz,40.  even  the  whole  Nation  of  the 
Jews,  out  of  Armenia  T art aria,  and  the  Eaftern  India,,  whom  God  fhall 
defend  and  convert  to  the  Gofpel,  when  he  fhall  deftroy  all  other  Nations 
upon  Earth.  Thefe  are  called  the  peaceable  People,  becaufe  after  the  con- 
verfionofthejews,  fhall  come  that  Minifteriall  Monarchy  of  the  Church 
oyer  the  whole  Worlds  that  peaceable  and  {till  Time ,  when  'all  Kingdoms 
under  heaven  fhall  forget  fighting  one  againft  another,  Warres  fhall  ceafe  in 
jail  the  World,  and  fwords  and  Tpears  fhall  be  beaten  into  Plowfhares  and 
pruning  hooks.  When  the  feventh  Angel  blew  the  Trumpet,  Luther  began 
his  Reformation,  then  it  is,  when  the  Multitude  flood  before  the  Lamb,  and 
fung  the  new  fong  of  Mofes;  and  then  neverthelefle  is  but  the  vail  only  of 
the  Tabernacle  opened  in  heaven,  and  a  great  cloud  and  fmoak  covered  that 
Glory.  But  it  muft  be  1  $0  years  after,  when  the  Kingdomes  of  this  World 
become  the  Kingdoms  of  our  Lord  and  of  his  Chrift,  and  thole  be  deftroyed 
that  deftroy ed  the  Earth.  Eor  then  and  not  till  then  ihall  the  Temple  of 
God  be  fully  opened  in  Heaven,  and  the  Ark  of  his  Teftament  (the  very 
fame  rnodell,  which  God  fhewed  to  Mofes  in  the  Mount )  fhall  be  feen  in 
tfemfalem,  not  in  a  Tabernacle,  but  in  that  Temple,  which  the  power  of 
God  fhall  make.  Then  fhall  laftly,  the  four  Beafts,  the  Elders,  with  all  the 
Angels  of  Heaven,  and  all  the  creatures  of  Heaven  and  Earth,  and  of  the 
Sea  and  under  the  Earth  fall  down  before  the  Throne,and  give  glory, honour. 
Hefting  and  praife  unto  him  that  fitteth  on  the  Throne,  and  to  the  Lamb  for 
ever,  and  the  four  Beafts  fhall  fay,  Amen. 
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I  have  heard  many  Jews  difeourfing  of  this  their  glorious  Reftauration  and 
Religion  to  come.  They  fay,  they  never  poffefled  (no  not  in  the  time  of 
7)avii  and  Salmon,  when  their  Kingdom  was  largeft  )  an  half  of  that  which 
God  promifed  in  Deuteronomy  and  ^ojhua.  Indeed  it  is  laid  in  tfojkua, 
good  thing  failed  of  what  God  promifed,  but  this  is  to  be  uneierftood  of  their 
peaceable  fettlement  in  what  'fofhua  then  conquer’d,  not  of  the  utmoft  boun¬ 
ders  of  what  they  were  to  poffefle  towards  the  end  of  T ime.  Prom  E  uphrates 
to  the  red  Sea,  all  the  Coafts  on  the  Weft  to  the  great  Mediterranean  Sea, 
with  Tym  and  Sydon,  on  the  North  Hcmatb  and  C€lef>m>  even  in  length 
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kom' Lebanon  to  Egypt,  was  to  be  the  confines  of  this  facred  Commonwealth. 
Now  it  we  confider,  what  a  Moity  of  this  was  poffefled  by  Lot,  Ammon, E  fail 
the  Kings  of  Tyrus  and  Sidon ,  the  T bilijlines  with  Syria,  we  may  plainly,  fee* 
that  more  then  an  half  was  never  their  own,  ofwhat  God  premifed.  In  confi¬ 
dence  of  poHefiing  which,and  all  the  world  befidc  in  time  to  come,  in  their 
gieat  Hofanna  they  fiiake  Palmes  in  their  hands,  in  triumph  towards  the  four 
-coatts  of  heaven,  to  intimate^  that  in  their  univerfall  Empire  every  tree  of  the 
wood  mall  clap  hands,  and  hng  for  joy.  It  is  Arrange,  and  makes  me  give 
more  credit  to  Efdras  then  otherwile  I  would,  to  fee  how  pat  he  »oes  with 
our  Saviour  Chrift,  in  affirming  the  fecond  Captivity  of  the  Tews  x6  be  lon^ 
.and  that  their  return  lhould  be  about  the  ruiner  of  the  Roman  Empire.  He 
relates  how  the  ten  Tribes  (  foon  after  their  Captivity  by  Salmanaficr  } 
travelled  through  a  great  River  orftrait  (perhaps  the  Suehsot  Anian)  in 
a  long  journey  of  many  moneths  or  years  to  a  Country,  not  inhabited  Yea 
many  good  Authors,  who  write  of  the  Hiflories  of  ^America,  relate  how  the 
Maxicans  have  a  T radition  (deli  vered  from  father  to  fon,time  out  of  minded 
of  a  great  multitude  coming  a  great  journey  into  thofe  parts  with  an  Ark  car- 
l-ied  before  them  on  mens  ffioulders,  with  their  God  inclofed  therein.  Thefe 
people  certainly  were  Jews,  from  whom  they  learned  Circumcifion  f  which 
our  travellers  finde  in  moft  of  their  Coafts  )  with  other  Rites  of  Tribes. 
Heads  of  Tribes  and  Families,  with  fome  handfome  Ceremonies  of  Mar¬ 
riages,  Funerals  and  Waffiings,  dire&ly  the  fame  with  the  Tews  or  Ifraelites. 
A  laree  Dif-  r  to  Prove>  that  llJe.  I^aelites  were  firft  placed  in  Media  and  Camanict,  and 
co«rrLfa*fromthe^eremovedlnto  InAu>  ict  us  return  a  little  back,  and  furveV  Seri- 
probable  Ptures  and  fome  approved  Authors.  When  SalmamEer  King  o fAflyria  car- 
cofijeflure  ned  the  ten  Tribes  into  Captivity  ( in  the  fifth  year  of  the  reign  of Hetekigfi

thence  they  P,‘  ‘f  PIaced  out  of  his  Dominions  we  may  well  think  he  would 
paired  into  not  abanchm  them.  In  the  2  ^ing.i7.6.  it  is  faid  that  he  .placed  them  in 
Tamm  mi  «  and  Habor  by  the  River  of  Gozan,  and  in  the  Cities  oftbeMeics.  Which 
To unoM*  mu  (or  rather  Chala)  and  Haber  by  affinity  of  pron»ntiation,can  be noother 
then  CoUbies  end  Iberia,  two  Provinces  of  Armenia,  the  firft  bordering  upon 
,  the  Euxine,  the  latter  upon  the  O^wsfea  and  the  confines  of  the  Anars, 
Eaft  °f  Armema  hes  Media,  in  the  Cities  of  which,  a  great  part  of  the  Ifra- 
elites  were  likewrfb  p  aced  to  inhabit.  North  of  Armeniah  the  entrance  in- 
t0  t  !m!riCn^e  and  indifcoverable  Nations  of  Mufcovites  and  Tartars  the 
utmoft  limits  otwhofe  Kingdoms  were  never  yet  fully  known.  The  chief 
River  of  which  Countries  arifing  farre  beyond  the  Hyperborian  Territories, 
after  a  weanlome  travel  through  many  Nations  and  Provinces, disburthens  it 
felfat  laft  into  the  Cagnan  fea,  at  the  very  entrance  into  Armema.whcre  k  t 
■called  Zelgt  (though  our  Manners  call  it  IVoiga)  which  is  nothing  elfe  but  a

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Metathefis  or  a  bad  pronunciation  of  the  word  (jc\dn .  So  that  that  faying 
ot  Ben-Morion  is  true  (  it  that  Manitfc'ript  be  his  which  G  alio- Bclgi  cut  fathers 
upon  him,  yet  vifible  in  Bibliotheca  Florentine  )  Salbumad\ar  ,  (  faith  he) 
<c  rex  zAJjyrius,  excifo  Samaria  regno,  deccm  ill  or  Tribus,  qua  a  divino  culm 
cc tanditi antedejeiverant  ad  Idololatriam ,  abduclas  in  Captivitatem  conlocavitin 
(C  Fafio,Alvau,Loride,  &  Bafcapante  civitatibus  Colcbidos  &  Iberia  tArmcni- 
Ci  carum  provinciarum,  in  E  chat  and  &  Bocchu  urbibus  Media  juxta  Fontum 

cc  Euxinum ,  &  mare  Cajpium.  Thus  by  the  teftimony  of  this  great  Rabbi  it 
is  manireft  that  the  Opinion  of  thofemenis  fond  who  think  the  tenTribes 
to  be  utterly  loft  5  thus  likewife  is  it  plain  that  the  Jews  Converfion  muft 
fir  ft  arife  out  of  the  Eaft,  and  that  FaJ$um,Alvatis,  Loris,  and  Bafcapan  Cities 
of  Colchis  and  Iberia,  and  Ecbatana  and  Bocchu  Cities  of  CMedia  were  the  pla¬ 
ces,  where  SalmanaJZer  (called  here  Salbumad\ar  )  placed  the fe  Ifraelites  in 
name, but  Pagans  in  nature.  And  rfohn  Lunclay  in  his  Pande&s  of  the  T urkiffi 
Hiftory ^fol.76^.  writes,  how  there  are  certain  Hoords  (Troops  or  Families) 
of  people  near  the  more  Northern  parts  of  Tartaria, which  retain  the  names  of 
Dan,Zcbulun  and  Ncptbali,znd  in  the  vicinity  of  Rega  there  is  a  certain  barba¬ 
rous  Nation  of  Lelti,  which  for  three  moneths  in  the  year  perpetually  wander 
up  and  down  the  fields, having  thefe  words * fure-Jhele-mafbalom  continually  in 
their  mouth,  as  a  kinde  of  lamentable  tune  or  mournful!  Ditty  :  by  which 
words  Authours  credibly  fuppofe  are  meant  JerufaLem  and  Damafcus  the  two 
head  cities  of  Judah  and  Ifrael.  He  that  diligently  reades  the  hiftory  of  thefe 
X.  Tribes  in  Scripture,  after  their  revolt  from  the  houfe  of  David,  and  com¬ 
bination  with  • feroboam  in  erecting  Idolatry,  may  fee  that  they  were  a  Nati¬ 
on  quickly  overgrown  with  Heathenifm,  cruelty,  and  barbaroufnefle,  wholly 
become  abominable  Pagans  in  nature,  manners,  life,  condition  and  conver- 
fationsj  as  if  they  had  had  Huma'Tdomphilm  to  their  Father,  and  wot  Abra¬ 
ham  the  faithfull :  they  only  kept  Circumcifion  and  the  names  of  their  Pro¬ 
genitors  in  remembrance,  but  had  quite  forgotten  the  Stories  of  their  religion 
and  piety,  thence  it  came  to  pafle  that  in  this  their  Captivity,  being  tranlpor- 
ted  and  implanted  among  thofe  Nations,  they  quickly  conjoyned  and  couni¬ 
ted  with  them  in  marriage  and  affinity  (  being  already  long  before  coupled 
with  them  in  Idolatry  )  and  fo  ceafed  to  be  called  Ifraelites,  but  being  now 
all  one  people,  were  called  by  the  names  of  Armenians  and  Medcs.  T  hat 
thefe  Ifraelres  likewife  inhabited  part  of  Tartaria,  and  from  thence  lpread  in¬ 
to  India  and  the  Eaft,and  that  they  likewife  poflefted  apart  of  the  Caucafian 
Mountains  mingled  with  a  people,  which  Herodotus  calls  (  &  word  not 

tin  akin  to  T  urks  )  is  manifeft  by  thefe  undeniable  Reasons. 

1.  Becaufe  the  Colchians,  Iberians,  and  a  great  part  of  Tartaria  ufed 
Circumcifion  in  molt  ancient  times,  long  before  the  building  of  Rome,which 
they  could  not  have  received  from  any  people  elfebut  from  thete  Ilraelites, 
who  3  c.  years  before  the  foundation  of  Rome  were  lent  to  inhabit  among 
them.  * 

a.  The  Crim-Tartars  derive  their  Progeny  from  Sampfon  (  hence  fo  many 
of  them  have  been  called  Camfon,  anobicure  Notion  of  Sampfon )  and  in 
imitation  of  him  wear  long  hair  5  which  could  not  have  been,  except  they 
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liad  had  their  Original!  from  thofe  people  from  whom  they  had  the  memory 
of  Sampfon . 

3.  The  names  likewife  of  Mofes,  Aharon,  Cbm,  Selim ,  or  Solyman  (  a  vi¬ 
nous  Pronunciation  of  Sblcmo  or  Solomon}  were  proper  names  ot  men  among  ft 
the  Turks  Ion?  before  ever  they  broke  into  Aha.  Now  what  times  the  Turks 
firft  broke  into* Aha,,  C hr onologers  agree  not  a  non?  themfelves:  Some  fay 
they  broke  through  the  Cafpian  Streits  into  Armenia  major  (now  Turcoman - 
nia  )  An.844.  But  I  rather  luppofe  their  firft  Irruption  into  Afia  was  zo, 
years  after  the  death  ot  Alexander  the  great,  about  An.  M.i  71s*  when  the 
Parthians  {hook  off  the  Macedonian  yoke,  and  began  their  Empire  :  for  in 
thofe  times  we  reade  in  Mela,  Pliny  and  Herodotus,  that  abaibarous  andfavage 
people  from  the  North  had  invaded  and  po  fie  fled  Carmama,  which  could  be 
nootheLthen  this  Nation  of  the  Turks.  Thus  it  is  plainly  manifeft,  that 
wher-i  thefe  Ifraelites  palled  into  America,  they  left  a  great  part  of  their  Bre¬ 
thren  behinde  them  in  A  fix,  Tartaria,  and  India.  Millions  of  them  are  in  Per - 
fix,  and  their  domineering  at  this  prefent  day  in  Carmxnia,  is  rightly  obfer- 
ved  by  Benjamin  the  Jew  in  Eyre,  by  Mercator,  Ortelm,  and  other  Geogra¬ 
phers.

sAbuham  was  told  in  Genefis,  His  feed  muft  thrice  be  like  Duft,  and  then 
afterward  like  Stars  (Stars  not  for  multitude,  but  for  Piety  and  Glory) 
once  in  oAEgypt  b  fecondly  in  Babel b  thirdly  throughout  the  world  in  the 
Roman  Empire,  and  afterward  in  the  beginning  ot  the  FIFTH  MO¬ 
NARCHY  muft  enlighten  the  whole  world  with  the  Glory  of  God. 
And  the  Jews  themfelves  have  an  ancient  tradition.  That  they  muft  have 
two  « 'MeJJiahsb  The  firft  Ihould  come  about  what  time  the  Government  was 
taken  from  tfudah  5  he  fhould  lay  the  Foundation  of  their  Redemption,  af¬ 
terwards  be  betrayed,  crucified, and  die  by  their  own  hands,  and  leave  them 
in  a  dolefuil  plight  inthc  jaws  of  deftru&ion  by  the  gentiles :  him  they  called 
Ben-ffofeph  or  ‘Ben-Epkraim,  alluding  to  forrowful  fofepb ,  who  endured  lo 
much  hardfhip,  being  fold  by  his  brethren  into  &£gypt,  and  eftranged  from 
his  fathers  houfe  j  and  to  the  unfortunate  Attempt  ot  the  Tribe  of  Ephraim 
(  foon  after  that  barbarous  Edi&of  murthering  male  Infants  came  forth) 
to  deliver  themfelves  and  the  Ifraelites  by  force  of  Arms  from  ‘Tbarxoh  fome 
1  z  years  before  the  Birth  of  CHofes  5  when  Pharaoh  levying  an  huge  Army, 
made  fearful  (laughters  of  them,  forcing  them  to  return  to  their  old  obedi¬ 
ence,  of  which  you  may  reade  in  Pfal.  7  s*  9 •  In  this  doleful  mifery  they 
fhould  remain  fo  long  till  their  fecond  CMefftah  came  and  delivered  them  from 
the  hands  of  all  their  enemies,  reftored  them  to  their  native  Land  of  tfudea, 
and  reigned  over  them  in  equal  fame  and  profperity  with  David  their  father. 
Him  therefore  they  call  Ben-David. 

Secondly,  Ifaae  was  moe  wayes  then  in  his  Immolation  a  figure  of  Chrift. 
He  had  two  Cons  Efau  and  $xcob,  of  whom  it  is  faid,  The  Elder  jhall  ferve  the 
younger.  Edom  (  which  Jews  interpret  to  be  the  Roman  Chriftian  Church, 
-  •  the 
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the  "Fir it- born  to  Chrift  from  Ifaac)  muft  coihe  to  ferve  the  younger,  The 
Jewijh  converted  Church  in  the  end  of  time ,  when  it  is  once  come  up. 

Thirdly 3  Jacob  a  Type  of  Chrift  in  his  Defcent  to  @/£gypt  had  two  From 
wives,  Leah  a  Type  of  the  vifible  Church  of  carnal  Jews  ufing  and  leaning  ?aco^ 
upon  ceremonious  fhadows  in  ftead  of  the  true  facriiice  from  UMofes  to  the 
end  of  the  iecond  T  emple  :  as  iikewife  of  the  Church  of  the  Gentiles,  which 
from  the  Afcenfion  of  Chrift  was  to  continue  in  viciffltudinary  fortune  to 
it  s  end,  full  1668  years.  Thus  Leah  was  blear-ey’d ,  but  fruitful!  in  her 
pofterity,  yet  not  fo  acceptable  and  lovely  in  the  eyes  of  her  husband  as  T{ji~ 
chel  (a  Type  of  the  glorious  Jewifli  Church  in  the  end  of  Monarchies) 
who  was  to  be  many  dayes  barren,  even  from  the  end  of  the  fecond  Temple, 
till  Anno  1683,  then  brings  forth  Jofcph,  leaves  her  fathers  idolatrous  houfe, 
within  a  few  years  after  travels  again,  and  brings  forth  the  ftafl  o i  Jacobs 
old  age  with  the  Ioffe  of  her  own  life. 

Fourthly,  That  the  Jews  were  to  have  a  temporal  Monarchy  in  the  eni\jy  pramthe 
of  the  Roman  Empire,  is  evident  Iikewife  out  of  the  New  Teftameiit.  In  Tefta- 
the  firft  ofc our  Saviour  Chrifts  Difciples  fliewed  how  greatly  the  Jews  ment,^.  r, 
expeded  for  this  time ,  when  their  CMefftah  fhould  deliver  them  from  the 
yoke  of  the  Romans,  and  reftore  them  to  their  temporal  Kingdom  in  Judea  5 
as  Iikewife  how  near  they  thought  the  feafon  and  period  to  be  in  our  Saviours 
time,  when  they  came  to  him,  faying,  Lord ,  wilt  thou  at  this  time  reftore  the 
J^vigdom  to  Ifracl  ?  Our  Saviour  in  his  Anfwer  doth  not  deny  but  that  fueh  a 
time  was  to  be,  when  the  Jews  fliould  be  reftored  to  their  temporal  Kingdom 
in  their  own  Land  (which  fliould  exceed  Davids  and  Solomons  in  magnifi¬ 
cence,  and  fhould  extend  over  the  whole  world)  but  only  blames  and  checks 
his  Apoftles  for  enquiring  of  that  which  neither  was  needful  for  them  to 
know,  neither  fhould  be  in  their  dayes  ;  as  Iikewife  for  being  too  inquifitive 
in  the  times  and  feafons  when  it  fhould  be,  and  was  to  begin,  IVbicb  (  faid 
he)  the  Father  hath  put  in  his  own  power.  And  whofo  reads  Hof.  3.4,5.  the  four 
lalt  Chapters  of  lechary ,  Mich.7.1 5,16,17.  Efa.2.2,3,4.  and  Chapter  27. 

1 2,1 3.  with  Jer.24.6,7.  with  divers  other  paflages  in  Scripture,  may  plain¬ 
ly  fee  that  neither  Solomons  houfe  nor  the  Maccabees  ever  obtained  their  full 
propriety,  nor  were  thofe  Prophecies  of  their  univerfall  Soveraignty  ever  ful¬ 
filled  in  the  Old  T eftament. 

Fifthly,  The  Song  ofMofes  in  the  3  2.  of  Deuteronomy ,  is  clear,  that  many  v  From  Mi* 
and  great  afflictions  fhali  befall  them  in  the  latter  daies,  even  all  the  time  of  fa  Song, 
their  firft  Mefliah,  and  the  Roman  Empire.  No  Jew  in  the  world  ever  ex-  Dcut,32* 
pounded  otherwife  from  the  3 6.  verfeto  the  43.  of  that  Song.  And  to  this 
place  they  referre  their  afflictions  which  they  have,  and  fhali  fufter  all  the  time 
of  the  Roman  Empire  till  their  Reftauration.  There  is  but  few  of  them  now , 
but  will  confefle  that  their  Mefliah  Ben-Jofcpby  is  come  already,  but  their 
Ben-David  is  yet  hid  in  the  depth  of  the  Sea,  and  will  arife  from  thence  about 
the  finall  end  of  the  deftruCtion  of  the  Gentiles. 

Sixthly,  The  life  of  Jofeph  in  Genefis  hath  in  it  more  then  Hiftory.  At  vi  From  the 
17*  years  of  age  he  was  I  old  by  his  Brethren,  and  flood  before  Pharaoh  to  ex-  hiftory 
pound  him  his  Dreams  at  thirty.  So  he.  lived  above  1 1.  years  in  mifer.y  anddife  of  lojcph 
c  -  ■  E  2  .  Irons.

Irons.  And  for  thofe  12.  years  God  rewarded  him  with  So.  years  of  govern¬ 
ment  ift  and  over  all  the  land  of  .Egypt.  His  brethren  came  and  bowed  to 
him  according  to  his  Dream  of  the  ilieaves  5  his  father  alfo  was  mferiour  and 
fubje&ed  to  him  as  he  was  Viceroy  in  the  government  ofiEgypt  :  and  was 
nouriffied  and  maintained  by  him  according  to  his  fecond  Dream  of  the  Sun, 
Moon,  and  the  eleven  Stars  crouching  and  making  obeifance.  Though  his 
Brethren  pitied  him  not  in  the  anguifh  of  his  foul,  yet  he  forgiveth  and  pre- 
ferveth  them  in  ffi.?ypt3  and  at  their  deliverance  thence  marcheth  triumphant¬ 
ly  before  them  to  Canaan  in  his  Coffin.  But  yet  neverthelefie  facob .was- -to 
flay  in  Canaan,  and  tfofepb  was  to  be  unknown  to  his  Brethren  till  ^-gypt  be 
deftroied  by  Famine,  and  yeeld  it  felf to  fofepb.  And  the  bones  of  Jo/epb  too 
muft  flay  in  iEgypt  till  600000  men  belides  women  and  children  be  delivered 
them  by  the  hands  of  SHofes  and  Aaron.  No  departure  from  ^gypt,no  paffiage 
through  the  Red-Sea  without  the  bones  of  $ofcph-  Edom  in  thedayes  of  Mo - 
fes  and  Babylon  in  Daniels  time  fuffered  the  fevered  puniffimentsGod  could 
inflict  upon  a  people,  and  all  for  affiiding  Ebcr.  And  here  is  a  myflery  not 
fo  obferved  as  obfervable  in  Scripture.  As  iEgypt  was  broken  before  the  fir  ft 
Tabernacle  was  fet  up  by  ZMofes:  as  Edom  was  harrowed  by  David  before  the 
firft  Temple  was  erefted  by  Solomon ;  and  thirdly,  as  Babel  was  Biought  to 
nothing  by  Cyrui  before  the  fecond  Temple  was  built  by  ZorubbabcL  and  Je- 
hofhUab  :  fo  ffiall  both  Edom  and  Babel}  Turk,  Pope,  and  all  Monarchies  in 
the  Earth  be  brought  to  dull,  before  the  third  Temple  be  built  by  the  con¬ 
verted  Jews  in  their  native  Land  of  udex  and  ^ CTufalcm .  ^fcrufalcm  now  in¬ 
habited  by  Turks  and  hereticall  Chriftians  ffiall  at  that  time  be  purged  from 
filth,  and  be  the  only  Receptacle  of  the  children  of  God.  But  when  that 
time  ffiall  be,  I  have  abundantly  ffiewn  in  the  Se&ions  before.  And  in  that 
fcafon  ffiall  Benjamin  be  fern  down  from  his  good  father  in  the  power  of  his 
risht  arm,  SLTid^fofcpb  (Qvcn^Bcit-^ofcpb  ')  ffiall  make  himiclf  known  to  his 
Brethren,  who  did  hate  him,  ffiootat  him,  call  him  into  the  pir,  and  deli¬ 
vered  him  to  the  Gentiles.  Which  excellent  Parallels  of  Jofcpb  and  Chrift 
are  fully  explained  in  the  Ma^orcbt  2oar3  and  in  7{flbbi-Affe,  belides  E^ecbicl 
and  S .John  in  the  Revelations.  Notwithftanding  in  citing  thefe  Jewiffi 
Traditions,  I  would  not  be  miftaken,  as  if  I  maintained  a  fecond  defeention 
of  our  Saviour  Chrift  from  Heaven,  as  the  Millenaries  do  5  or  that  the  Jews 
muft  have  him  come  perfonallv  down  from  heaven  to  deftioy  the  whole 
world,  and  reftore  them  to  their  Land  of  ^tidea,  I  mean  no  luch  thing.  God 
hath  other  means  to  bring  his  purpofes  to  paffe  then,  by  fending  his  Sonne 
Chrift  to  fojourn  the  fecond  time  upon  earth.  A  fecond  Mofes ,  yet  a  King, 
muft  work  all  this  for  them  :  yet  not  a  Mofe?  of  their  own  blond,  but  a  Cap¬ 
tain  from  the  North  3  who  ffiall  work  the  works  of  God  in  righteoufnefle,and 
make  peace  like  a  mighty  ftream  overflow  the  whole  earth. 
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the  coavtrfi-  confideration  of  thefe  future  great  bleffings  of  God  towards  this  Na- 

Sew?. thC  tion  of  the  Jews,  and  in  them  to  all  the  world  in  the  advancement  of  the  ^Go- 
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lpe'1 )  as  likewife  the  laying  to  heart  the  grievous  calamities  which  have  fo  Defcription 
long  tofl'ed  the  Kingdomes  and  Free-ftates  of  Europe ,  fhould  move  all  men  of  the  four 
with  repentance  to  prepare  themfelves  to  meet  thofe  great  and  fearfull  muta- Monatck*es‘ 
tions  which  God  is  bringing  upon  all  the  European  Coafts  of  the  world.  Hi- 
florians  have  made  their  four  Monarchies  according  to  the  rife  or  fall  of  fe- 
verall  particular  Nations,  i.  Afi'yrians.  2.  Perfians.  3.  Grecians,  and  4.  Ro¬ 
mans  :  but  this  is  a  lame  Divifion,  and  comes  far  fhort  of  that  tranfcendent 
Metamorphofis  of  humane  affairs,  which  (  by  comparing  of  Hiftories,  cb- 
fervation  ot  new  Stavres  and  Comets  of  late,  with  the  confideration  of  the 
manners  and  conditions  of  the  fonnes  of  men  )  we  may  eafily  perceive  mull 
within  thefe  few  years  be  brought  upon  the  world.  The  learned  Mathemati¬ 
cians  and  Phiiofophers  (who  have  more  throughly  fearched  into  the  fecrets  of 
Aftrology  )  rightlier  place  their  four  Monarchies  according  to  the  four  ccafts 
of  Heaven.  1  .The  Eaftern  Monarchy  of  the  Aftyrians.  2.  The  two  Southern 
Monarchies  of  the  Perfians  and  Grecians,  bounded  within  the  circumference 
of  3600  miles,  or  1 1  degrees  of  latitude.  3.  The  Weftern  Monarchy  of  the 
Romans.  4.  and  lailly,  the  Northern  Monarchy  (  but  in  right  accompt  the 
fifth )  mull  be  of  the  Northern  L  I  O  N,  which  to  the  amazement  of 
Chrilbendome,  lhall  arife  from  the  Northern  Sea,  and  pitch  his  Tents  in  the 
alhes  of  the  Eaftern  and  Weftern  Monarchies.  But  now  having  made  menti-  RCafcns  Qf 
on  fo  oft  of  this  V.  Monarchy  in  this  Pamphlet,  I  think  it  meet  to  produce,  the  V»  M«- 
two  or  three  Reafons  of  the  truth  and  certainty  of  ir,  deduced  out  of  the  holy  narchy. 
Scriptures  and  humane  Authority. 

Firft,  The  Jews  have  a  Tenet  among  them.  That  their  Meftias  muft  not  I„ 
come  in  the  Flelh  till  the  deftru&ion  of  the  fourth  Monarchy  in  Daniel,  which 
is  the  Roman  :  and  fo  will  not  beleeve  Chriftians  profefling  him  to  be  come 
already  :  but  fay,  this  coming  is  deferred  till  the  Roman  Empire  be  totally 
abolilhed  >  which  becaufe  it  is  not  nor  muft  be  yet,  they  will  not  beleeve  he 
hath  appeared.  But  the  Jews  are  deceived  in  this,  for  Dan.  2.44.  and  7.  9,22. 
the  Incarnation  of  our  Saviour  Chrift  waspromifedto  be  in  the  very  nick  of 
the  conftitution  and  eftablifhment  of  the  Roman  Empire,  and  not  aftei  the 
ruine  of  it  (  which  was  pa-formed  accordingly  )  elfe  fhould  there  have  been 
fix  Monarchies  before  the  end  of  the  world.  For  the  difperfion  and  rejection 
of  the  Jews,  v^die  revelation  ofAntichrift  with  the  F ulneffe  of  the  Gentiles, 
was  prophefted  to  be  accomplifhed  in  the  fourth  Monarchy,  all  which  we  fee 
are  punctually  fulfilled.  None  of  which  fhould  yet  have  come  to  pafle,  if  our 
Saviour  Chrift  was  not  to  be  incarnate  before  the  end  of  the  Roman  Empire. 

Therefore  as  the  rejection  of  the  Jews  with  thefe  other  figns  and  things  was 
to  be  in  the  fourth  Monarchy  fo  their  converfion  and  remifllon  into  the 
Church,  and  the  glorious  eftate  of  the  Gofpcl  upon  earth  muft  be  in  another 
fifth  Monarchy,  which  is  yet  to  come. 

Secondly,  So  many  Empires  as  are  comprized  in  Nebucbadnc^ars Image  1 1«. 

(  Dan.z.')  muft  come  to  paffe  before  the  end  of  the  World :  But  five  Monar¬ 
chies  are  comprehended  in  that  Image,  Ergd.  The  major  iz  manifeft.  The 
minor  is  thus  proved  :  Ncbucbadne^ar  himielf  was  the  Golden  Head  of  this 
Image,  as  he  was  in  another  refpeCt  the  Feet  of  the  old  decrepit  Affyrian. 
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Monarchy,  which  by  his  Chaldean  Empire  and  the  mine  thereof  (which 
was  approaching  )  fhould  totally  be  annihilated.  The  Armes  and  Brefts  of 
Stiver  are  the  Empire  of  the  Mid.es  and  Perjians.  The  Belly  of  braffe  is  the 
Empire  of  the  Grecians  by  Alexander  the  Great.  Laftly,the  Iron  Leggs  and 
the  Clay  Toes  depictured  the  Roman  Empire,  with  the  prefent  declining 
Houfe  of  Auftria,  and  the  breathlefle  Papacy.  Therefore  the  S'tone  cut  with¬ 
out  Hands  which  bralie  this  Image  in  pieces,  and  became  a  Mountain  and  filled  the 
Earth, muft.  be  underftood  (  as  I  touched  before  )  of  a  Fifth  Monarchy  yet 
to  come,  in  which,  by  the  Converfion  of  the  Jev/s  and  fulneffe  of  the  Gen¬ 
tiles  the  Gofpel  fhall  fhine  in  majefty  over  all  Kingdoms  upon  Earth. 

Thirdly,It  the  rejection  and  difperfion  of  the  Jews  were  to  be  in  the  fourth 
Monarchy,  as  is  apparent  by  Ge7z.49.10.  and  Numb. 24. z^.  then  was  their 
converfion  not  to  be  till  the  beginning  of  the  iifth,and  towards  the  end  of  the 
World,  as  is  martifeft  by  the  Apcftle,  Rom.  11.25.  Eut  the  firft  is  true  and 
therefore  the  latter  alfo. 

Fourthly,the  converfion  and  reftauration  of  the  Jews  to  their  antient  In¬ 
heritances  in  the  holy  Land  (  which  Ezekiel  hath  fo  largely  defer ibed  rn  hii 
twelvelaft  Chapters )  and  the  glorious  felicity  of  the  Gofpel  of  Chrift  pro¬ 
ceeding  from  their  converfion,  mull  either  be  in  the  fourth  Monarchy,  or 
not  untill  the  fifth.  But  in  the  fourth  Monarchy  it  cannot  be,  for  among 
the  Turfa  the  Jews  are  kept  in  extream  flavery.  Idolatry  and  ignorance  :  and 
under  the  Papacy  they  are  not  permitted  to  ufe  the  new  Teftament  (by 
which  only  they  inuft'tje  faved)  and  befides  they  are  fo  inraged  againft, 
Chriftianity,  by  the  Papifts  Image-worfnip,  that  there  is  a  flat  impoflibility 
(  much  lefle  any  hopes  )  of  their  converfion,  fo  long  as  either  the  Turkifh 
Empire  or  the  Papacy  ltands  in  force.  Ergo  their  converfion  and  reftaura¬ 
tion  Cannot  be,  till  both  Turk  and  Pope  eternally  be  deftrpyed,  and  fo  the 
fourth  Monarchy  finally  ended. 

Thus  having  delivered  the  reafons  of  a  fifth  Monarchy,  I  come  to  deferibe 

t^ie  LION  of  the  North,  as  I  finde  it  in  an  antient  Prophecie  of  the  true 
oftheNonh  ■  Merlm.zndby’Grebner. 

lOfthettue  Firft  of  Merlin.  Many  Scholars  have  often  difputed  what  Merlin  fhould 
Lucilu* d°‘K'  ^  w^°liewasJ  what  time  he  lived  in,  whether  thofe  Prophecies  be  true, 
Mn?b  ilT  anc^  ^^s->  g°  ^nder  his  name,  or  not :  how  he  came  by  them,  and  laft- 
*  *  *  ly,  what  reckoning  is  to  be  made  of  them.  Of  every  of  which  fomewhat. 
It  hath  fared  with  Merlin ,  as  with  Toftatus  in  Spain,  and  many  Learned  in 
our  times  who  for  the  eminency  of  their  Learning,  and  approbation  of; 
their  writings, became  fo  famous,  that  Pedlar  Authors  father’d  baftar’d  ware 
upon  them  in  every  corner  for  eaficr  vent.  Merlins  there  were  feverall  of 
old  3  one  a  W elfh-man  in  the  daies  of  Edgar  the  Monarch,  of  an  auftere  li¬ 
ving  and  Monkifh  converfation.  He  lived  for  the  moft  part  in  the  Ifle  of 
Anglefey,  where  he  had  familiarity  and  acquaintance  with  the  Tdards  and 
Druides  then  not  wholly  extindl,  who  had  incomparable  skill  in  Divination 
by  Birds,  and  other  kinde  of  Magique.  He  was  an  excellent  Aftrologer 
and  a  great  Chymift  :  fo  that  many  think  thofe  Prophecies,  that  are  like  his, 
to  be  deducted  from  no  more  then  naturall  reafont  All  thofe  Prophecies 
c  •  -  w  ■  ■  which 
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which  I  have  feen  of  his  ( fome  of  which  I  hare  )  I  caniiot  fee  how  they 
fmell  any  whit  of  a  prophetique  fpirit  5  they  fpeak  him  a  great  Scholar  in 
Aftrology,  but  no  Prophet.  ^  But  there  was  living  in  K .Lucius  daies  another 
Merlin  (called  the  firft)  a  Scottifh  man,  and  he  is  the  true  Merlin ,  and  if 
any  Prophecies  could  be  found  of  his,  great  credit  was  to  be  given  to  them. 
He  was  a  great  friend  of  K .Lucius  himfelf,  and  his  daily  companion.  Of 
his  there  is  but  one  Prophecie  extant,  which  I  found  in  that  antient  Chro¬ 
nicle  of  Nennius  of  Bangor  of  the  Saxons  (  who  yet  lives  in  Manufcript  )  K. 
•Lucius  being  as  yet  unconverted  from  Paganifme  to  Chriftianity,  would 
needs  joyn  in  confederacy  with  Santohne  a  King  of  the  Scutti  (  now  Scots) 
to  raife  v/arre  againft  the  Roman  Emperour  ;  to  which  purpofe  he  asked 
councel  of  Merlin  what  he  fhould  do  in  this  matter ;  who  eameftly  dehorted 
him  from  his  purpofe  j  and  in  the  end  prevailed.  Merlin  prophefied  to  him, 
<f  That  within  leflfe  then  a  fefquidecumane  period  of  time,  the  Eagles  head 
cc  fhould  be  cloven  in  two  3  one  part  whereof  Agar  fhould  burn  with  fire, 
cc  and  5 faphet  the  other  after  the  grand  revolution  of  daies.  Mark  (O  King) 
cf  faith  he,  and  confider,  Samothea  fhall  be  quickly  overflown  withavaga- 
Cc  bond  Army  of  an  unknown  Originail,  fpued  out  of  a  land  toward  the 
<cEaft,  which  a  floud  from  the  North  fhall  quickly  poflefie.  I  know  thy 
cc  thoughts  and  the  intents  of  thy  heart ;  thou  feekeft  Friendfhip  from  a 
cc  people,  whofe  weakneffe  fhall  be  thy  glory,  and  their  greatnefle  thy  ruine. 
C6  A  fquadron  of  Fifliers  are  rifen  up  from  the  Eaft,  which  fhall  afeend  un- 
cc  armed  upon  the  world  without  fpear  and  fhield,  to  whom  all  Nations  fhall 
cc  in  time  obey.  They  fhall  deftroy  the  T  emples  of  thy  Gods  (  O  Lucius') 
cc  and  convert  them  to  the  fervice  of  their  eternall  King ,  who  only  can 
cc  refeue  from  the  grave,  and  deliver  from  the  fnares  of  death.  Behold  I  fee 
cc  a  great  Sun  arife  infenfibly  upon  us  Brittanes !  But  (  woe  is  me  l  )  what 
cc  black  feas  of  darknefle,  and  rivers  of  bloud  purfue  after  it  ?  Haft  thou  not 
cc  heard  of  the  valiant  Angles ,  of  barbarous  Neuftria,  of  yonder  terrible  Piffs 
cc  thy  perfidious  enemies?  Thefe  fhall  overflow  thy  Land,  and  poflefsthe  Cr 
cc  ties  thereof^ill  the  old  age  of  Empires,and  Government  fhall  flow  «fon  che 
cc  world .  lilts  aulem  temporibm  rcvolutis ,  Cauda  Virginis  L eouem  intr&it,  Sa- 

<c  gilt arii  dorfum  Scorpius  ajcendet.Borealia  Regna  a  Mcjforibus  obtere-tur7Auftra- 
les  Principals  in  ft  alum,  pulvereum  definent ,  (y?  infulanarum  Mmarcbiarumpo - 
<c  teftates  finefrano  aut  milite  cpbippiabuntur ;  bella  atrocia  vent  is  diffipabuntur , 
peffum  ibunt  judicial!  gran  dine,  qua  per  baculum  or  turn  hafa&runt,  per  jpurios 
cc  juventutem.

Nec  multd 
ci  pofby  Leo  ipfe  fat  is  contedct,  podqudm  regnum  Transfugamm  mirxndi  pietate  in 
cc  psrpemum  jundftvit.  Thofetimes  being  paft,  the  tail  of”  the  Virgin  fliall 
enter  the  Lion,  and  Scorpio  ihall  attend  the  back  of  Sagittary The  Nor¬ 
thern  Kingdoms  (hall  be  waited  by  Reapers,  the  Southern  Principalities  fliall 
endinduft,  and  the  powers  of  the  Iland-Monarchies  without  either  bridle 
or  fouidier  lliall  be  harneffed.  Cruell  warres  lliall  be  fcattered  by  the  windes, 
and  quell’d  by.  a  revengefull  hail,  whofe  beginning  were  by  a  ftaff,  their 
growth  and  continuance  by  baftards.  The  Sunitfelf  ihall  play  on  the  tim- 
breil  clad  with  a  vermilion  coat,  and  the  Moon  with  dunne  buskins  Ihall 
amble  to  the  fair.  Laugh’ ft  thou,0  King  ?  But  thole  on  whom  thefe  things 
ihall  come,  for  grief  and  forrow  fliall  pine  away*  All  t*hele  things  Ihall 
fcarce  be  accomplilht,  when  a  Prince  of  royall  ftock  fliall  come  forth  crown¬ 
ed  from  the  Northern  parts,  as  to  his  own  people  unexpected,  butdeilred 
by  fdrreigners,  whobecaufe  he  fliall  bear  a  Rampant  Lion,  fliall  therefore 
be  called  a  Lion,  rfle  fliall  not  reft,till  ha\  ing  called  a  Synod  and  after  dif- 
folved  it  by  threats,  he  fliall  advance  his  conquering  arms  againft  his  ene¬ 
mies,  and  by  wofull  fuccefle  fliall  harrafethe  territories  of  neighbour  Prin¬ 
ces.  He  fliall  exceed  Alexander  the  Great  in  vertue,  and  Cyrus  in  fuccefle. 
He  fliall  pafle  the  leas  and  be  fainted  Emperour  by  many  Kings  :  A  certain 
antient  City  fliall  he  lay  even  with  the  ground.  In  themean  whileapower- 
full  Prince  out  of  the  Eaft  fliall  provoke  him  to  battel,  againft  whom  the 
'  Lion  fliall  march  with  all  his  forces,  and  pitching  his  Camp  on  this  fldeisM- 
phrates,  fliall  exped  him.  If  the  Prince  fliall  come  over  the  river,  the  Lion 
fliall  be  overcome  ^  but  he  fliall  pafle  his  army  over  the  river,  and  give  his 
Lnemy  a  bloudy  defeat,  and  be  matter  of  all  the  Eaft.  While  thefe  things 
are  in  a$i0n,  divers  petty  Kings  from  India  fliall  break  into  Syria  with 
mighty  arnies,  and  provided  for  battel  fliall  wait  for  the  Lion  about  the 
valley  of  pfcUlbapbat,  where  they  fliall  by  him  be  all  wholly  cut  off.  Not 
long  after  fhalithe  Lion  himfelf  deceafe,  after  that  with  eminent  piety  he 
fliall  have  eftabliihei  the  Kingdome  of  fugitives.  This  is  all  that  is  ex¬ 
tant  of  this  former  CWcrlin,  whofe  glorious  works  and  ineftimable  Prophe¬ 
cies  are 'utterly  loft  to  the  great  detriment  of  learning.

1  be  corruption  or  Europe,  and  the  weakneffe-of  her  feveral  Kingdoms 
, ft. all  ftrangely  make  way  for  the  FIFTH  MONARCHY)  which 
ad>out  the  time  of  th^  fall  of  the  Reman  Empire  to  the  terroiW  of  the  whole 
World  ihalj  appear  oht  of  the  mines  of  Germany.  She  .  within  three  years 
ihall  either  fubdue  by  force  the  reft  of  the  Kingdoms  of  Aha  or  for  fear 
of.war  fhali  bring-them  to  a  league*  whereby  Hie  fhali  conclude  an  univerfal  • 
confederacy,  under  colour  of  making  warre  a  gain  ft  Polonia  ,  Kit  in  deed,  to 
invade  the  Auftrian  Empire  and  Italy.  Neither  fhali  her  hope  fail  her  :  For 
about  this  time  a  certain  SECT  of  Monks  fhali  arife  in  the  boioibe  of 
the  Papacy,  fo  abominable,  obfeene  and  feditious  ;  that  it  fhali  urge  both 
the.Proteftants  and  Princes  of  Italy  to  endeavour  the  utter  fubverhon  of 
Rome.  <  • 

Thus  having  fhewed  the  Se£t  and  Certainty  of  this  V.  Monarchic  ;  1  , 
come  to  declare  what  People  or  Kingdom  in  Europe  fhali  obtain  alid  rule  it,  be^Ktn^3©^ 
and  whofe  it  fhali  foly  be.  Of  the  Etiropeah  Chdftiaris  two  feverai  King-  rhis  v  Mo. 
doms  long  fince,  and  of  late  have  mainly  ftriven  for  the  FIFTH  M  O-  na  cky.

Firft,  The  Kingdom  of  Spain  hath  alwayes  for  a  matte?  of  17°  years 
ago  by  incorporating  it  felf  with  the  Houfe  of  Auftria,  and  the  moil  potent 
Families  of  Germany  and  Italy  by  ftrange  Marriages  and  odde  medlies  la* 
baured  extremely  to  bring  all  Europe  under  her  Wings*  that  fo  fhe  might  be* 
come  the  glorious  Sufi  of  the  Wed:;  On  the  other  fide,  the  Swede  of  late  by 
keeping  an  high  hand  over  the  King  of  Poland ,  and  fixing  his  glorious 
Trophies  of  Conqueft  in  all  corners  of  Germany;  hath  brought  the  Em* 
permit  to  folow  ah  ebb*  and  hath  of  late  become  fo  terrible  to  the  Pope  and 
Spaniard  :  and  laftly  can  in  an  inftant  enleague  himfelf  with  all  Protbftam 
Kingdoms  and  States,  either  for  fear  or  favour  upon  any  necefiary  occafion* 
that  many  account  him  the  man  that  both  goeth  the  direfleft  way, and  whom 
heaven  hath  ordained  to  fway  the  Imperial  Scepter  within  the  limits  of  the 
Church.  But  neither  of  thefe  are  they  who  are  ordained  to  the  Empire  of  the 
fifth  Monarchy. Not  the  Spawardybecaufe  he  is  for  his  inhumane  cruelty  fo  ge¬ 
nerally  hated  of  Chriftians*  all  men  avoiding  him  and  flying  from  him*  as 
the  Serpent  from  the  A  fit  :  His  Indian  Plantations  both  thrive  not,  and 
likewife  for -their  barbaroiifneffe  are  fo  detefted  of  the  favages  worfe  than -vi¬ 
pers,  ah<3 -upon  opportunities  are  accordingly  maffatred.  Yea ,  -  t-hofe  places- 
of  Itfrly,  which  are  Under  hisvProte&ion,  as  Florence- >  Genoa  ,  CMiUain  and 
other  Cities  afford  him  as  much  affeftion,  as  the  Spider  doth  the  Serpenti- 
Thus  is  He  the  univerfal  Odiufti  of  all  the  world,  thrives  in  no  place,  and 
l;ke  oylover-fwiming  all  other  liquids,'  and  can  hardly  incorporate  With  any; 
fo.feldomis  heconjoyned  but  in  nitural  Antipathy  with  all  Nations.  Adde. 
hereunto  the  aufterity  and  unpleafamnefie  of  his  Government ,  chufing  ra- 
tfieu  to  domineer  over  fubdued  Countries  by  rapine  and  cruelty,  than  to  go*- 
vern  them  by  Love  and  Piety.  And  kftly,his  GoverndurS  in  every  Province 
aim  at  thdf  own  efids*  pilling  and  fqueez-ing  the-Subje&s*  fo  that  his- Name 
«  n  F  ~  and 
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and  Government  is  every  where  abominated,  no  Province  continuing  loyal 
any  longer  then  they  can  get  arms  and  ftoutly  rebel.  The  injuftke  of  which 
hath  caufed  Portugal  to  be  rent  from  him,  which  while  the  world  ftandeth 
{hall  never  be  his  again.  And  moreover  the  Oracle  tels  him,  that  'Naples, 
•tfjvar,  his  reconciled  Provinces  in  Belgid, with  his  Indian  Plantations  (the 
bell  Jewels  he  hath)  (hall  be  pluckt  within  3  o  years  to  come  from  his  ambi¬ 
tious  Crown,  never  to  be  recovered  again. 

Secondly,  The  Swede  cannot  be  Paramount  in  this  Monarchy,  becaufc  of 
the  various  Scds  and  Schifms  he  is  peftered  with,  fo  inveterate  and  fo  pre¬ 
dominant,  that  no  Reformation  can  purge  him  of  them.  The  male  Line  of 
that  Royal  Pedegree  is  extind,and  only  a  weak  young  Princefs  furvivingjthe 
whole  Kingdom  (hared  and  governed  by  factious  Nobles  and  covetous  Ge¬ 
nerals,  and  while  every  one  lucks  from  the  veins  of  the  Body  Politique  to 
cram  his  own,  it  will  be  foon  evacuated ,  both  of  life  and  nouriihment. 
Befides,  it  hath  been  fince  prophelied  to  Sweden,  that  he  {hall  not  be  fo  much 
as  a  tributary  Kingdom  to  this  great  Soveraignty,  but  {hall  be  the  firft,  that 
{hall  be  made  a  flave  to  that  famous  Northern  Lion,  who  {hall  wear  the 
Crown  of  that  tranfeendent  Monarchy.  As  for  F ranee ,  Denmark  >  England , 
and  the  free  Cantons  of  Germany ,  they  make  account  for  the  prefent  they  do 
valiantly  if  they  can  well  husband  what  is  got  already.  And  for  England  in 
particular,  if  it  chance  that  Ihe  make  war  upon  any  neighbour  Enemy,  and 
enlarge  their  Dominions  by  Conqueft,it  is  more  to  fecure  her  felf,  and  pre¬ 
vent  the  Invafion  of  the  great  Eagle,  and  her  chief  feathers,  then  any  gree- 
dinefle  of  extending  her  Bounders  by  the  Conqueft  and  ruine  of  others.  If 
{he  keep  her  ancient  foil  and  pofteflions  inthofc  times,  it  is  as  much  as  hea¬ 
ven  hath  ordained  her,  and  more  {he  {hall  not  have.  Who  then  mull  be 
Lord  of  this  Monarchy  ?  Or  what  people  {hall  be  parts  and  members  there¬ 
of  ?  Even  a  Nation  which  at  this  day  is  hid  invifibly  within  the  bowels  of 
Europe,  which  feeing  are  not  feen,  and  living  are  not  known  :  Which  {hall 
by  a  miraculous  Refurredion  ( like  the  Jews  from  India  and  T artaria  )  be 
taifed  to  deftroy  all  Idolatry  and  abomination  out  of  every  corner  of  the 
North,  with  the  weapons  of  an  holy  warfare  tending  to  the  glory  of  God, 
and  the  Honour  of  their  King*  His  Sword  {hall  be  Religion ,  and  his 
Enfigns  Righteoufnefle  and  Piety.  All  the  godly  in  every  Kingdom  and 
State  in  Europe,  the  converted  Jews  conjoyned  and  united  with  them  in  fpi- 
rit  and  habitation, {hall  (as  I  faid  before  )  root  out  all  names  of  Iniquity, 
and  be  this  Monarchy,  which  {hall  only  confift  of,  and  fubfift  by  Holindfe, 
and  an  unquenchable  defire  of  propagating  the  Glory  and  Gofpel  of  God  : 
according  to  that  of  Daniel ,  Chap.7.vei.*7.  *And  the  kingdom,  and  Domini- 
, .  on,  and  the  greatnejfe  of  the  kingdom  under  the  whole  Heaven  Jhall  be  given  to  the 
k&s  of  that  people  of  the  Saints  of  the  mofi  High,  whofe  Kingdom  is  an  everlafting  Kingdom , 
fatal  Star,  and  all  Dominions  JhaU  ferve  and  obey  bfm.  The  firft  preparation  to  the  Birth 
which  ap-  of  which,  was  that  ominous  and  fatal  Starre  which  appeared  in  the  head  of 
E&rf  AfipW  An.  1 57  z,  the  effeds  of  which  {hall  begin  to  operate  upon  Europe , 
CafTtopca,  and  the  Eaftern  Coafts  of  (America,  An.  1699,  in  bringing  a  Myftcry  to 
An,  1571.’  light  which  all  the  fons  of  Mm  are  notable  to  effed.  Of  this  fatal  and  omi¬ 
nous 
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nous  Starrc  (or  Comet ,  chufe  you  whether)  I  finds  feveral  Eradiates 
written.

At  what  time  the  7,k>  the  Uft  and  gteateft  Conjunction  of  the  chief  Pla¬ 
nets  (hall  happen,  the  firft  Monarchy  (hall  reign ,  which  ftiall  lift  up  her 
head  out  of  the  ruines  of  the  I  V  Empire.  The  Chariot  of  the  Moon  (hall 
diltuvb  the  Zodiack.The  Tail  of  the  Dragon  (hall  force  the  Pleiades  to  bieak 
out  into  weeping,  (hall  afeend  the  back  of  the  Dolphin,  and  (hall  darken 
the  luftre  of  the  Virgin  :  Daily  troubles ,  leiitions,  civil  wais,  (laugh- 
and  mofHamentable univerfal  Deftrudions  fhall  vexallthofe  King- 
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doms  and  eminent  Families,  from  whence  that  Monarchy  fprang, 
which  (hall  any  way  crofl'e  it.  The  houfe  of  Burgundie  fhall  be 
at  an  End  :  the  Liberty  of  Silefia  fhall  be  proftituted  to  a  French 
tjtfjro.  The  Eftates  of  Belgia  fhall  fee  an  end  of  their  Power  and  An 

I  confefle  Eclipfes  of  the  great  Luminaries  never  hapned  without  the  no¬ 
table  Deftrudion  of  men  and  (laughter  of  Cartel  :  the  Changes  alfo  of 
Kingdoms,  the  Deaths  of  People,  Funerals  or  Kings,  Wars  and  fires  have 
broke  forth  either  in  the  very  time  of  their  Eclipfes,  or  within  a  little  aften 

I  confefle  allothe  Conjundion  of  the  higher  wandring  Starres  lsfioi  themoft 
part  attended  with  an  Iliad  of  mifehiefs :  and  that  this  Star  C^mch  this  year 
1571  appeared  on  the  top  of  Cafliopsa)  being  placed  above  the  whole  BL- 
mentary  Region ,  did  fignific  the  Revolution  and  Dominion  of  a  new 
Empire!  Which  effeds  fhall  not  yet  be  feen  by  this  our  age,  yet  are  they  icier 
ved  for  a  certain  Nation, as  yet  invifible,the  beams  ot  whofegreatnefs  mall 
extended  through  the  whole  verge  ofHeayen  and  Earth.  ^ 
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In  that  fame  year,  (hall  the  kingdom  of  falvation  be  pleached  by  the  Mt* 
niftry  of  the  Saints  of  the  moft  High,  to  thofe  immenfe  and  unknown  m r- 
riern  Coafts,to  whom  as  yet  the  Name  of  Chtift  was  never  yet  revealed. 
And  that  people  who  from  the  Creation  till  that  time  were  the  Empire  of 
Satan,  (h'J  be  celled  the  fpecio.is  and  fpacious  Church  of  God.  The  gates 
of  which  fhiali  be  open  continually,  neither  day  nor  flight  fhall  they  be  lhut, 
that  men  may  bring;  unto  them  the  riches  of  the  Gentiles ,  and  the  treasures 
ofthe  Kinds' ofthe  Earth.  All  Nations  and  Kingdoms,  that  will  not  fare 
her  fhall  perifh  and  be  deftroyed  for  ever.  mtbinwbofcland  flail  be  beard  m 
violence  nor  deftruefion,  nor  delation  mthrit  her  Borders ;  but  StivJtmJbaU 
be  ber  reals,  and  puife  her  gates.  Her  Government  fhall  be  peace  ,  and  herExa- 
actors Righteoufnejfe.  Her  MijMtimm  down,  nor  her  Moon  ever  be  hut, 
for  the  Lord  It  all  be  her  everlafting  light,  and  the  day es of  her  fonowjhak  be  ended. 
The  people  within  her  fbaH  be  all  righteous  • for  rjerjhatl  they  poffejje  their  proper 
inheritances,  for  God  full  ma\e  them  an  everlathng  Glory,  and  a :$oy  from  Gene¬ 
ration  to  Generation.  Therefore  ought  no  man  to  be  forrowfull  for  the  Ca¬ 
lamities  of  Europe,  or  the  affEaions  of  the  times,  nor  grieved  with  the 
mutations  and  Downfals  of  Kingdom’s  and  Empires,  neithef  footdd  he  be 
afraid  becaufe  Wars  and  miferies  rage  ifi’all  Coafts  of  the  world.  For  this  is 
the  eternal  Law  of  Creatures  (which  the  Creator  impofed  upon  them  at 
fidV)  thac  the  Birth  of  one  thing  iliould  be  the  Death  of  another,  and  that 
the  order  of  Nature  (hould  be  preferred  by  the  vicifluudmary  courfe  of  alter¬ 
nate  Mutability.  And  why  (hould  we  be  offended  at  warres  amongft  men, 
when  there  are  daily  and  continual  Conflicts  between  the  E  ements  them- 
felves 5  Cities,  Republiques,  Empires  and  Families  are  mortal  as  men,  have 
their  ilates  of  Birth,  Infamy,  Growth  and  Old-age  as  well  as  they.  Glory, 
Mijefty,  Arts  and  Soveraignty  began  in  offu  by  the  .Afyruns :  from  them 
departed  to  the  ZMedes  and  Perfim ;  and  from  them  (  before  they  had  well 
tailed  the  fweetneffe  of  them)  tranflated  to  th  1'G>«b,  and  next  to  the 
Romm  :  The  Glory  ofthe  Roman  Empire  was  ecbpfed  and  humbled  by  the 
barbarous  Inundations  of  Cjottbs,  Huns,  Vandals,  and  othei  lavage  Nations, 
who  beiny  themfelves  once  civilized  and  mollified  by  the  Effeminacies  of  Itz- 
ly  and  the  Weft,  were  in  ;6o  years  fpace  overthrown  by  the  Potency  of  Cbm 
lemiin  and  th tG'ermus.  Gammy  hath  now  fully  poflefted  the  Imperial  dig¬ 
nity  700  years ;  and  before  fifty  years  moe  be  pall,  (ball  be  made  a  (corned 
Servitor  ofthe  King  ofthe  North,  whofe  Power  and  Religion  (hall  tranfeend 
the  utmoft  Confines  of  Eaft  and  Weft.  In  the  beginning  of  which  Empire, 
Venice  (hall  not  brag  of  being  inacceffible  by  the  circumfluent  Ocean ,  and 
London ,  Paris,  Antwerp  and  Prague}tht  IV  Ladies  of  Europe  fhall  be  hum- 
bled  to  fit  in  the  duft  of  eternal  Deftruaion.  The  confideration  ot  this  mull 
teach  men  humility  in  profperity ,  carefulneffe  to  know  God  ar.d  keep  his 
'Commandments/eeing  every  Plant  which  he  bath  not  planted  (lull  be  pluck¬ 
ed  up, and  nothiag  can  be  permanent  but  by  his  favour  and  protedion. 
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Thou  therefore  theeternall  and  incomprehensible  Father  of  lights,  the  A  Prayer  ,  to 
indivifible  God  of  peace  and  unity,  look  down  at  length  upon  the  affli&ed  God  to  unite 
eftate  of  thy  Gofpel  and  mournfull  face  of  thy  Church^  clouded  with  feds  hh  Chjirch, 

and  fchifms,  rent  by  civil! combuftions,  dying  by  the  wounds  which  her- fans 
have  given,  and  W allowing  in  that  gore  which  was  hied  by  the  hands  of  her  and  tohaBen 
own  children.  Though  our  lins  have  de  Served  that  .we  Should"  for- ever  be  call  t!i'“  centers, 
o-ut  of  the  light  of  thy  countenance,  yet  yelped  thou  the  blcud  of  thy.  Sonne,  * n  lll<: 
crying  better  things  then  that  of  Mel,,  and  b(e  once  at  one  again  with  thy  in-  themonav- 
heritance  zAbraham  knows  us  not,  Ifracl  is  ignq*  ant  of  us,  but  thou  art  car.chy  of  the 
Father,  and  in  thee  Shall  be  all  our  affiance,  wi5kwhorc$  even  the  word  cfGofpcJ. 
men  have  found  mercy.  Extend  the  light  of  thy  loymg-kindcnes  to.the  Tribes 
of  ifAcobp  and  return  to  the  many  thousands  of  IfraelJ  for  the  time  to  build  up 
Zion  is  come,  and  the  daies  of  reft  oring  Jerufalem  cannot  be  prolonged.  For 
why  ?  Thy  fervants  think  upon  her  Stories,  and  favour  the  very  duft  thereof. 

But  remember  Edom,  O  Lord,  as  thou  remembredft  Babel, which  have  cryed 
fo  oft,  Down  with  it,  down  with  it  to  the  very  earth.  Pour  thy  vengeance 
down  upon  the  Beaft  of  7{pme>  and  the  red  Dragon  of  Qonftantinople ,  who 
never  knew  thy  name,  that  fo  the  forrow full  fighfngs  of  the  Prifoners  may 
come  before  thee,  and  thy  fervants  be  preferved  that  are  appointed  to  die.  Let 
thy  work  be  upon  the  MAN  of  thy  right  hand,  and  upon  the  Son  of  man 
whom  thou  haft  made  fo  Strong  for  thy  felf,  that  Pharaoh,  Elam,  Mcfbeck, 
with  the  fonnes  of  Tubal  may  fall  in  the  midft  of  them  that  are  flam  by  the 
Sword,  and  may  defeend  into  the  midft  of  hell  with  all  that  help  them,  even 
the  whole  multitude  of  the  Uncircumcifed,  whofe  Lot  is  to  goe  into  the  ne¬ 
ther  parts  of  the  Earth.  There  fliall  they  have  their  beds  with  the  Uncircum- 
cifed  near  thofe  V aliants,  which  are  gone  down  to  the  grave,  with  their  wea- 
.  pons  of  war,  and  have  laid  their  Swords  under  their  heads,  becaufe  they  were 
the  fear  of  the  mighty  in  the  Land  of  the  Living.  But  what  Shall  be  faid  to 
the  Captain  of  the  Nations,  or  to  the  Angell  destroying  Edom  and  Babylon  ? 

Even  this.  That  the  Lord  hath  founded  Zion,  and  die  poor  of  his  people 
Shall  tv  uft  in  it.  He  will  leave  an  afflidled  people,  and  they  Shad  ;ruft  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  :  He  Shall  give  them  a  pure  Law,  that  they  may  pray  to 
him  with  one  confent.  He  ftiall  open  the  doors  of  darknefle,  the  gates  of  ob» 
feurity  Shall  he  break  down,  that  the  world  may  be  filled  with  the  knowledge 
of  the  Lord  as  the  waters  cover  the  Sea.  O  thou  fower  of  difeord,  and  Cap¬ 
tain  of  iniquity,  how  long  wilt  thou  delight  to  murther,  fpoil  and  purfue 
the  diftrdTed  ?  Knoweft  thou  not  that  it  will  be  bitternefle  in  the  end? 

Command  the  people  to  return  every  man  from  purfuing  his  brother  : 
for  lo,  a  Nation  is  lifen  againft  you,  a  mighty  Nation  and  terrible  from  the 
Eaft,  whofe  horfes  aee  fire  and  his  Chariots  flames  of  fire  to  devour :  his 
men  are  as  Swift  as  the  Eagle,  who  will  have  no  compaflion  on  the  fruit  of 
the  womb,  nor  Shall  their  eye  pity  :  They  Shall  cncompafle  thy  Tents  with 
a*n  intent  to  lay  all  wafte  before  them,  but  neverthelefle  be  confident  and  bold 
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in  the  Lord  of  Hofts :  for  fire  fiiall  come  down  from  Heaven  and  return  their 
wickednefle  upon  their  heads,  and  their  doings  upon  their  own  pates.  O  thou 
w  or  fit  ip  of  Ifrael  I  how  wonderful!  art  thou  in  thy  doings  toward  the  children 
of  men  l  Bringing  light  out  of  darknefie,  ftrength  out  of  weakncfle,  and  ma¬ 
king  Juftice  the  mean  to  the  manifellation  of  thy  goodnefle  and  glory  !  As 
for  me,  I  will  expetf;  him  who  ic  as  well  the  King  of  Salem,  Peace,  wMelchi- 
fdeck> the  King  of  Juftice,all  my  daies  :  and  will  heartily  pray  for  his  coming, 
who  fhall  bring  every  work  into  judgement,  and  every  thing  to  a  legall  trial!, 
whether  it  be  good  or  evill.  He  is  the  Lamb  upon  the  white  Throne,  before 
whofe  face  Heaven  and  Earth  (hall  fly  away,  and  the  Sea  be  no  more  found  : 
Death  and  Hell  (hall  give  up  the  dead  that  are  in  them,  and  every  Name  that 
is  not  written  in  the  Book  of  Life,  fliallbecaft  into  the  Lake  of  fire.  For 
which  time  all  the  Creation  groaneth,  cryine  out  to  be  delivered  from  the 
Bondage  of  Corruprion,  and  reftored  to  the  glorious  Liberty  of  the  Sons  of 
God.  Even  fo,  come  Lord  Jefus,  come  quickly,  that  fin  may  be  deftroyed  for 
ever,  and  rightcoufnefle  eternally  eftabliihed  inftead  thereof,  sAmcn.
